The German Bracteates and Their Art. 

Contributed by DR. JULIUS CAHN, Frankfurt-on-the-Main, Germany. 

Among the most interesting items in the field of numismatics we may 
count the Bracteates, which is the name of the uniface coins made of thin 
sheet silver (named after Erattea — tin foil or sheet metal) which were 
struck in Germany during the twelfth and thirteenth centuries of our era. 
They are the monuments of the revival of an economic system in this coun- 
try, after primitive methods had prevailed throughout many centuries of 
the early Middle Ages. Then, suddenly a great need arose for a silver 
medium of small change; new mints were opened everywhere where market 
places and cities of any consequence were located; and as very little piecious 
metal could be produced in the country itself, it was found necessary to 
re-melt again and again the old heavy s.lver pennies, the “denarii” which 
had been struck on both sides, and to re-coin them into as many new lighter 
coins as possible. Especially the Crusades, which revived the commercial 
traffic of Europe, proved an important factor toward this development. 

As the silver pennies had become quite thin, it was inevitable that the 
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dies of the obverse came through on the reverse, or vice versa, and the two 
designs on both sides spoiled each other. This resulted in coinages that 
were very ugly and frequently hardly recognizable, and which are known 
as semi-Bracteates. Consequently, as the next development, some of the 
mint masters of Northern and Middle Germany concluded that these de- 



fects could be remedied by coining the pennies with only one die, that is, 
uniface, by considerably broadening the flan through rolling and hammer- 
ing the metal into a very thin sheet, and by this process to at least approxi- 
mate for each single coin the weight of the former two-faced denarii. Such 
broad uniface sheet silver coins are the oldest Bracteates, which appeared 
in about the period of 1135 to 1140.

Considerably deteriorated though these coins were when regarded as 
money, in comparison with the older and heavier denarii of the time of the 
Carolingians, this change had at least this advantage: That the broader 
surface of the penny gave the die-cutters an opportunity to display their 
art, and, in fact, we can now speak of a really flourishing age of the die- 
cutters’ art in Germany at the time of the Hohenstafen Emperors of the

twelfth and thirteenth centuries, which coincides with the Golden Age of 
pure art generally known as the Romanesque period, and which has left to 
us quite characteristic and charming monuments. To be sure, it was not 
the Imperial mints which furnished the initiative, but the ecclesiastical 
princes of the Empire, the Archbishops of Magdeburg, the Bishops of Hal- 
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berstadt, the Abbots of Hersfeld and others. Certainly the first attempts to 
produce large uniface pictures upon the Bracteates were still very primitive 
and unskilled, but very soon there were established special regional schools 
for die-cutters in the central cities of the several coinage and political dis- 
tricts, with definite traditions and a technique and style of their own. Af- 
ter some practice one can easily recognize any given Bracteate as attribu- 
table to definite localities. It is very difficult to discover exactly in words 
these local differences, but they will be recognizable from the illustrations 
which accompany this paper. 

Above all, there was MAGDEBURG, the see of the powerful Archbishops, 
which created its own style. The good composition of the picture within 
the circle of the coin, the preference for a fine execution of the details in 
the ornamentation and in the inscription, which usually reads correctly, dis-

tinguish these. Of course, the custom to designate the provenance of the 
penny by the inscription was by no means general, as a great majority of 
the people could neither read nor write, at least not Latin, which was the 
language of all inscriptions. Frequently the letters which accompanied 
the pictures on the coins had only ornamental or symbolic significance, and 
the number of the Bracteates without inscription (“mute,” so called) far 
surpasses those which had inscriptions, especially in later times, a circum- 
stance which at times makes the attribution very difficult. In the former 
class very frequently the mint or country of issue are not mentioned, but 
only the name and title of the sovereign or the name of the patron saint. 
This was also the case with Magdeburg, where the series of the St. Maurice 
pennies, which showed the picture of this saint and must have been very

popular, has been very rich in a great number of attractive and diversified 
types of which we are herewith illustrating several. The Bracteates, which 
were easily broken, much to the financial advantage of the sovereign, were 
called in once or twice every year and new issues were substituted, which 
compelled the die-cutter to invent new subjects for illustration continually 
in order that the new pennies could be distinguished from the old ones. 
Alongside of these there appeared the series of Bracteates with the picture 
of the Archbishop, especially those of the famous Wigmann von Seeburg 
( 1 152-1 192), which showed the highest possible development of art. But 
in Magdeburg there were manufactured not only the Bracteates for the 
Archbishop’s own territories, but also for the neighboring princes, especial- 
ly the Margraves of Brandenburg, and even Jazka, the Prince of the Wen- 
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den, ordered there the dies for his coins. This is apparent from many 
parallel coinages on which only the inscription or the absence of a halo 
on the portrait of the saint indicated that the figure was inendetd for the 
margrave, and not St. Maurice. Particularly well executed are the archi- 
tectural frames in which the portrait is set. 

More soft and picturesque is the style of the die-cutters’ school which 
had its location in the northern part of the Harz Mountains, presumably in 
Halberstadt. St. Stephen here appears as the patron saint, whose picture

is often represented in scenes of his martyrdom, and is used in illustrations 
of continuing novelty. Of course, here, too, there is an Episcopal series. 
The great treasure trove of Freckleben, in the Harz region, has brought to 
light the finest specimens of this kind. The neighboring Abbesses of Qued- 
linburg and Gandersheim had the dies of their splendid Bracteates cut here, 
as well as a number of temporal dynasts, the Barons of Arnstein, Falken- 
stein, etc. Above all, Henry the Lion, who resided at BRUNSWICK, created 
a beautiful coinage type with his heraldic animal, the lion, of which some 
showed the reproduction of his Lion monument, which is standing there

to-day. One can hardly conceive their variety and artistic inventiveness, 
which give a genuine treat to the student of these coins, even if they do not 
give him the deep insight into the culture and history of their time such as 
would make them of particular value to the historian. 

The country proper of the Bracteate is THURINGIA. Here the Arch- 
bishop of Mayence maintained a mint at ERFURT, which supplied to the 
rich neighboring countries their coinages, and also dies to many of the 
smaller lords who exercised the right of coinage. The Imperial City of 
MUHLHAUSEN created a type of its own, that of the Emperor mounted on 
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horseback, who is riding on his horse equipped with full armor, with flag 
and shield. Following this example, the landgraves of Thuringia struck 
their series of Rider Bracteates, on which the overlord is represented with 
all possible attributes, sometimes riding to the tournament, sometimes

swinging his sword, but usually carrying the flag and shield. These pic- 
tures on the coinage furnish a contemporaneous source for the study of the 
history and arms and armor of the knights during the twelfth century. 
The Imperial mints also, located at Altenburg and Saalfeld, have left beau- 
tiful Bracteates, on which the Emperor generally appears seated on his

throne. The many small secular and temporal princes of this district, 
which even to our present day was subdivided into a large number of smaller 
individual domains, competed with each other keenly in providing beauti- 
ful coins, which, however, frequently, on account of the lack of correct

inscriptions, are difficult to attribute. Several of particular interest are 
shown in the illustrations herewith. 

To the south the district of Hessen adjoins, where the famous Abbey 
HERSFELD, as well as Fulda, have left for us the oldest and most beauti- 
ful Bracteates. These are large and very delicate pieces of high relief, with 
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the pictures worked out in great detail in a very characteristic style. The 
ai i angement of the spacing and the distribution of the figures where two 
persons are pictured, such as the Abbot swearing allegiance to the Emperor, 
show all the characteristics of the highest art, which carried its effect far 
into the thirteenth century. The landgraves themselves and their vassals 
have left to us a series of handsome Rider Bracteates, which are particularly 
interesting on account of heraldic or symbolic details.

The lhost beautiful artistic creations on German Bracteates, however, 
we owe to the die-cutting school of the WETTERlAU district which had its 
headquarters in the old Imperial city of FRANKFURT-OX-THE-MAIN, 
the seat of Government of this district. We admire the imagination and 
originality with which the usual portrait of the Emperor is represented in 
a variety of surroundings. In some cases the full figure seated on the 
throne, in others the bust enclosed in varied frames, or else accompanied 
by his Imperial spouse, or by the Chancellor of the Empire, the Lord of

Minzenber g. On relatively small but thick planchets the portrait is brought 
out in heavy relief, enclosed in fine ornamental borders, which give it a 
monumental appearance. In the Wetterau also, in addition to Frankfurt 
there were other Imperial mints; in Gelnshausen, whence there are Brac- 
teates extant with the name of the Empress Beatrice, and in Friedberg. 
The most powerful dynasty of the lords of Minzenberg also had the right of 
coinage, of which they availed themselves industriously, and the electors of

Mayence also struck a series of very characteristic Bracteates, similar to 
the Frankfurt originals, at their mint in Aschaffenburg. which belongs in 
the Wetterau district. In this group also pictures will illustrate the differ- 
ences more clearly than words. 

A separate group is formed by the more unique Bracteates of the region 
of the LAKE OF CONSTANCE and their neighbors in the diocese of AUGS- 
BURG. I heir coinage began later than that of North Germany, not until 
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the last years of Emperor Frederick Barbarossa, after 1180, and probably 
was issued from the regal palace in Ulm. But here also the seat of the die- 
cutters’ school proper was identical with the economic metropolis, the old 
Episcopal city of CONSTANCE on the Lake. For the “Constance Penny” 
was the legal tender for over a century throughout the region around the 
lake, and to it conformed all the other smaller mint cities, such as St. Gall, 
Lindau, Ravensburg, Ulm and many others. These South German Bracte- 
ates are the smallest in diameter and weight, but by reason of their per- 
fected style they have a charm of their own. Usually they are without in- 
scription, and their provenance is difficult to attribute. While in Constance 
the portrait of the Bishop prevails with a variety of attributes, the Monas- 
tery of Reichenau issued a coinage with the portrait of the abbot, St. Gall 
usually with the Lamb of God, Lindau with the eloquent coat-of-arms of 
the Linden tree, Ravensburg with the emblem of the Castle, Ulm with the 
portrait of the King, and everyone of the smaller mints with its own char-

acteristic insignia. Much value is also put upon the ornaments of the mar- 
gins or the edge. Finally, the Bracteates of Augsburg show almost always 
a marginal frame which is formed of a circle of crescents. The bishops 
struck their own portraits on the coins, while the regal mints of Schongau 
and Donauworth varied the style with the portrait of the King. 

Thus, in every region of Germany local art created its own style for its 
Bracteates. The period through which they flourished was only brief. 
Toward the middle of the thirteenth century, with the end of the reign of 
the Hohenstaufen, decay is quite noticeable, which accompanied the politi- 
cal and economic decadence. It is true that Bracteates were struck down 
to the beginning of the fourteenth century, but their designs became more 
and more crude and inartistic, and finally they had to yield to entirely 
different new coinage types which corresponded to the needs of another 
age. But in the history of the coinage of Germany they formed one of the 
most interesting and remarkable phenomena.

Scandinavian Numismatic Notes.

I uring the last tew year 4 : several large hoards of old silver coins have 

been found in Norway, Lie last one recently in Bokn, Rogaland. The 
hoard contained about 300 coins, and proved of great interest. It belongs 
to the termination of the Viking period, about the beginning of the eleventh 
century, and is but one of a group of hoards frequently found in Norway 
and Denmark. So far 15 large hoards have been discovered in Norway, 
yielding several thousand coins. The many hoards found in Rogaland re- 
veals the wealth of the people in those early days, and that successful 
Vikings resided in this province. 

The greatest number of coins in the Bokn hoard were Anglo-Saxon, coin- 
ed during the reign of King Ethelred II, called “the Irresolute,” who reign- 
ed 978-1 013, and 1014-1016. In 1013 he was expelled by the Danish King, 
Svend Tveskjaeg. At the death of Svend, in 1014, he returned, but was 
again beaten and expelled by Canute the Great in 1016. 

During the reign of Ethelred II there was much disturbance in England; 
the country was frequently ravaged by Danish and Norwegian Vikings. 
Large sums in silver were paid them by Ethelred, the so-called ‘‘Dane 
Geld,” and this accounts for the large number of Ethelred coins found in 
hoards from the Viking period in the Scandinavian countries. 

Next in number were German coins, 92 having been coined during the 
leign of Emperor Otto III, 983-1002, one of the so-called ‘‘Saxon” emper- 
ors. And of these more than 50 were Adelheid dinars. Adelheid was 
Otto III s grandmother. It has been a disputed point whether these coins 
were struck during the reign of her husband, Otto II, 936-997, or during 
tliat of her grandson under her guardianship. Students of numismatics 
and history have come to the conclusion that the latter is the most probable. 
One of the German coins was struck during the reign of Bernhard, Duke 
of Saxony, 973-1 011. A noticeable fact, also observed in other hoards, is 
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that the German coins are much inferior in workmanship to the Anglo- 
Saxon. 

There was a single Arabian coin in the hoard. This is of some interest, 
as Arabian coins have not been numerous in hoards found in Western 
Europe. It is thought possible that the few Arabian coins came to Scandi- 
navia by way of Gotland, but it may also be assumed that they were brought 
from either England or Germany. 

About 50 of the coins were of a conglomerate nature; some of these were 
more or less worn, and it has been difficult to properly define their identity. 

That this hoard belong to the older group of buried treasure, or the 
period about the beginning of the eleventh century, and before the death 
of king Olaf the Pious, is evidenced by the fact that it contained no coins 
of king Harald Haarderaade, 1047-1066; it was during his reign that the 
first important coinage was begun in Norway. 

The Bakn hoard contained silver treasure, hidden away about 900 years 
ago, for safe-keeping, perhaps, but it is also possible that the owner hoped 
to take it along with him to Valhalla. 

Last year the Danish krone and the Swedish krona might have celebrated 
their fiftieth anniversary. They were first coined in 18 73 as a result of 
the convention concluded May 30th of that year between Denmark and 
Sweden. Two years later the convention was joined by Norway. A decimal 
system, with the crown as unit, was decided upon to replace the old cumb- 
ersome system of recknoing in riksdaler, mark and skilling. The benefit of 
this change was at once apparent, as the money of one country circulated 
at face value in the others. 

The first Swedish money was evidently issued by Olof Skfitkonung at 
the beginning of the eleventh century. It was small silver coins, called 
penninger, which in the course of time came to mean money or currency in 
general. No more money was coined in Sweden then for a period of two 
and a half centuries. The silver dollar was first coined during the reign 
of Gustaf Vasa. Later this coin was called “riksdaler,” or “riksdaler 
specie,” which after 1855 equalled 4 “riksdaler riksmynt.” This was rather 
confusing. But, as a matter of fact, it might be mentioned that during a 
period of more than 300 years in which the silver dollar was coined in 
Sweden it was never debased, and a dollar of 1534 and one dated 1850 
contained the same amount of fine silver. 

Sweden was one of the first countries in Europe to issue bank notes. In 
3 656 the King, Carl X Gustaf, issued patents to Johan Palmstruck, com- 
missioner in the commercial college or council, to open and conduct a 
“loan bank.” This bank was opened in 1660 and issued the first bank 
notes in Sweden, “creditiv-sedlar” — notes of credit — which were receipts 
for money deposited in the bank, and which at the same time circulated as 
currency. The value of the notes, in multiples of five dollars, was printed 
in the text as well as below same. 

From history it appears that Palmstruck’s bank eventually failed and 
was taken over by the Government, or, more correctly, by “rikets staender, 
an assembly composed of owners of large estates. For a while thereafter 
no notes were issued, but it was not long before receipts for deposits in the 
“Rikets Staenders Bank” reappeared as a circulating medium, this time 
for any odd amount. Not until 1 745 did the bank again issue notes in cei- 
tain denominations, though still in the form of receipts, and this form of 
currency continued until 1849. For sums above 12 dollars the notes had 
to be endorsed and transported from one owner to the next. When in 
1866 a more representative body — the Riksdag — was created, instead of 
the old “Rikets Staender,” the name of the national bank was accordingly 
changed to “Sveriges Riksbank,” which at the present time is the only bank 
of issue in Sweden. Until 1904 several private banks had the right of issue. 

To protect the currency against counterfeiting the law prescribed severe 
punishment. On the back of notes a hundred years old is found the follow- 
ing warning: “Whoever counterfeits or imitates this note will be hanged, 
and the discoverer of such misdoings will be rewarded according to royal 
resolution of December 20th, 1754.” 
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Money Weights.

Regarding the third coin illustrated on page 540 in the November number 
of The Numismatist, I believe it to be a coin weight for testing Spanish gold 
coins, from the reign of Philip IV. The 88 may signify the date, 1588. The 
countermark on reverse is probably the maker’s mark (Hall mark). 

Money scales and weights were used in financial transactions by mer- 
chants, traders, money changers, counting houses, etc., for testing the weight 
of gold and silver coins, in order to detect counterfeits or those of short 
weight. The fact that an enormous number of varieties of foreign coins 
found their way into the trade of nearly every country, from the Middle 
Ages to the early part of the nineteenth century, made such scales and 
weights a necessity. 

The following list, with descriptions of some of the most interesting 
weights in my collection, may be worth space in this magazine.

Lincoln List “Errata.” 

Although much time and labor was expended on the list of Lincolniana 
in our February issue, both by Mr. King and the editor, it was inevitable 
that a few errors should creep in. In the interest of accuracy Mr. King 
has carefully checked up the entire list and reports a few errors, as follows: 

No. 506a should read 508a. ‘Obverse, Same as preceding,” refers to 
No. 508. This correction does not affect other numbering. 

No. 850 should be No. 828. ‘‘Obverse, Same as preceding,” refers to No. 
827. Nos. 828 and 820 in the list should read 820 and 830. 

An incomplete description is given for the obverse of No. 440. This ob- 
verse is the same as the obverse of No. 5 55 and should read as follows: 

440. Obv., On an irregular planchet a nude, bearded bust of Lincoln 
facing right. Inscription surrounding the bust, ‘‘ABRAHAM LINCOLN”. 
Below the shoulder, the die-sinker’s name, “GREENDUCK COMPANY CHI- 
CAGO”. Die-sinker's name also in very small letters on loop. 


PORTLAND, ORE., WANTS COIN THAT DECIDED ITS NAME. 

The city of Portland, Ore., claims that its name was decided by the toss 
of a coin, and now representatives of the city are endeavoring to get posses- 
sion of the identical coin. The story runs like this: 

In the autumn of 18 43 A. M. Overton and A. L. Lovejoy, traveling along 
the Willamette river from Oregon City, built a log cabin at a point 12 miles 
from that settlement. Overton soon sold out to F. W. Pettygrove, who, 
nearly a year later, built a small store called the ‘‘Shingle Store” with 
Lovejoy at what is now the corner of Front and Washington streets in Port- 
land. 

The two decided to dignify the little settlement, which was called every- 
thing from ‘‘the village” to “Stumptown,” but could not agree on a name. 
To decide who would have the honor of naming the place they tossed a 
penny, and Lovejoy, a former citizen of Boston, lost and sold his share of 
the properties to a Benjamin Stark. 

The coin is said to belong to the estate of Francis W. Pettygrove, coffee 
and tea merchant, at 4 5 Market street, who died December 1. The penny 
is said to be the identical coin which Pettygrove’s father, F. W. Pettygrove, 
and A. L. Lovejoy “flipped” in 184 5 to determine who should christen the 
then small settlement now called Portland. Pettygrove won, and as he was 
from Portland, Maine, he named the settlement Portland. 
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Huguenot- Walloon Commemorative Half Dollar. 

The Huguenot-Walloon Commemorative half dollar was issued in Febru- 
ary. It commemorates the three-hundredth anniversary of the permanent 
settlement of New Xetherland, now the State of New York, by Walloons, 
French and Belgian Huguenots. 

This coin adds another to the number of commemorative half dollars 
struck for various anniversaries during the last seven or eight years, and 
in point of merit and excellence it is the equal of any of them. From the 
collector’s point of view, the only objection that can be urged against it is 
that the reverse is similar in general appearance to the reverse of the Pil- 
grim half dollar. The workmanship is excellent, and there is a balance 
and symmetry to both the obverse and reverse that is lacking on some of 
the other commemorative issues. 



The obverse bears the profiles of Admiral Coligny and William the Silent, 
with their names, in small letters, below. Inscription above, “United States 
of America.” Below, “Huguenot Half Dollar.” To right of busts, “In God 
We Trust.” The reverse shows the ship Nieu Netherland, in which the first 
30 families of settlers came to New York, with the dates at the sides, 
“1624” and ”1 924.” Inscription above, “Huguenot-Walloon Tercentenary.” 
Below, “Founding of New Netherland.” 

The coin is issued by the Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland Commission, 
with headquarters in New York City, of which Rev. John Baer Stoudt, a 
member of the A. N. A., is director. A fitting celebration of the event has 
been organized by the National Huguenot-Walloon Tercentenary Commis- 
sion, instituted by the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. 
The celebration will take place on April 27, 1924, and is to be observed by 
all the descendants of the Walloons, French and Belgian Huguenots who 
came to this country under the Dutch West India Company. 

The act authorizing this issue of coins provided that 300,000 might be 
struck. Only a comparatively small number will be struck at first, and 
additional pieces will be struck as the demand warrants. The bill also 
provides that they shall be issued only upon the request of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank, New York City, which will act as distributing agent. 

This coin should possess a special interest for members of the A. N. A., 
since the director of the commission is a member of our association, and 
President Wormser has been consulted and has acted in an advisory 
capacity with the commission. This is the first instance, we believe, where 
a numismatic organization or its officers have been consulted in the issue of 
a commemorative half dollar. A letter from President Wormser has been 
sent out by the commission, as follows:

To Whom It May Concern: 

This is to certify that from time to time I have had the privilege to act in 
an advisory capacity with the Director of the Huguenot-Walloon New Neth- 
erland Tercentenary, in the issuing of the Huguenot Memorial half dollar, 
which the mint at Philadelphia is about to strike. 

I have passed on the designs and have seen proof of the obverse side. I 
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feel safe in saying that I believe this coin will surpass all previous U. S. 
commemorative coins in both attractiveness and historical significance and 
feel certain, too, that it will appeal not only to those of Huguenot, Walloon 
or Dutch extraction, but to all citizens of every section of our country who 
are interested in the romantic history of its founding as a refuge for the 
oppressed. 

I have confidence in the management of the Tercentenary, which I am 
assured is free from the keen commercialism too often apparent in the dis- 
tribution of commemoraitve coins. 

The first run, I am informed, will consist of twenty thousand coins, and 
thereafter only four thousand are to be coined at a time. It is proposed 
to strike not more than one hundred thousand at most. All coins remain- 
ing on hand after a certain date are to be returned to the mint for remelting. 

The good faith of the Commission is evident from the fact that they have 
come to the American Numismatic Association for suggestions and advice, 
particularly as to selling methods that should protect the purchasers who 
buy these coins at a premium over face.

Some interesting history in connection with the first settlement of New 
Netherland is contained in a circular sent out by the commission, as follows: 

Since the publication of an historical discussion of the date of the per- 
manent settlement of New Netherland in our nineteenth annual report, in- 
teresting light has been thrown upon this important event by the publica- 
tion of the journal of Jesse de Forest, who, on July 21, 1621, sent a peti- 
tion to the Virginia Company for permission to send a colony to America. 
This journal and other valuable information are given in “A Walloon Family 
in America,” by Mrs. Robert W. de Forest, who was an ancestor of Mr. 
Robert W. de Forest, of New York City, was a native of Avesnes. Three 
of his children, Isaac, Henry and Rachel, the last of whom married Jean 
Mousnier de la Montagne, were among the earliest European inhabitants 
of New York. In an article in the New York Evening Post of September 19, 
1922, Mr. Robert W. de Forest says that Jesse de Forest’s autograph peti- 
tion of July 21, 1621, is still extant and that it is signed by 56 men, most 
of them heads of families, the whole number comprising 227 men, women 
and children. It was presented to the British Ambassador at The Hague, 
Sir Dudley Carlton, and transmitted to the British State Secretary. In it 
Jesse de Forest asked ‘‘whether it would please his Majesty to permit 50 
or 60 families, as well Walloon as French, all of the reformed religion, to 
go and settle in Virginia, a country under his rule, and whether it would 
please him to undertake their protection and defence from and against all, 
and to maintain them in their religion.” The intending colonists offered 
to provide one ship themselves if the king would provide another, as they 
might need to carry 300 persons, besides many head fo cattle. They wanted 
the grant of a tract 16 miles in diameter where they could build a city, 
erect fortifications, elect a governor and magistrates, etc. But the directors 
of the Virginia Company did not view the petition favorably. They did not 
object to having 300 Walloons and French settle in Virginia, but they did 
not approve their settling down together in a single body. They wanted 
to have the proposing colonists placed in convenient numbers ‘‘in the prin- 
cipall Citties, Borroughs and Corporacions in Virginia.” 

Then Jesse de Forest carried his petition to the ‘‘States of Holland and 
West Friesland,” to whom it had been referred by the States General, and 
Jesse received an answer granting his request and authorizing “the said 
Jesse de Forest * * * to enroll for the colonies all families having the 
qualifications requisite for being of use and service to the country, the 
same to be transported to the West Indies.” Mr. Robert W. de Forest, in 
his article which we are here summarizing only, points out that ‘‘the West 
Indies” was then a generic term applicable to all the Western Continent. 
The directors of the West India Company offered to take Jesse and some of 
the heads of families to the ‘‘Wild Coast” to select for themselves an ad- 
vantageous site and prepare it for colonization before risking the lives of 
women and children. Ten men were selected for this purpose under the 
leadership of Jesse, of whom four were among the signers of the petition 
to the Virginia Company. They set sail on July 1, 1623, returning after 
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months of adventure and hardship. Jesse de Forest died on the Wild Coast 
before this expedition returned, and therefore was not himself a settler of 
New Netherland, but the project which he had set in motion eventually bore 


PRESIDENT WORMSER COMMENTS ON COIN WEEK. 

Reports received on Coin Week activities are far from complete, but we 
are fully warranted in saying that Coin Week has proved a huge success. 
Exhibitions and other numismatic activities have been held throughout the 
country through the various individuals and organizations affiliated with 
the A. N. A., and a brief summary of these activities appears elsewhere. 

So far there has been no indication of any large increase in membership 
resulting from Coin Week, but a general interest seems to have been aroused 
with the public. Very excellent newspaper reports in the New York Times 
and Herald have produced inquiries, chiefly with a view to the sale of 
numismatic material from people throughout the country. But the one 
gratifying response to the exhibitions of Coin Week has been a manifesta- 
tion among several progressive banks of an entirely new interest in the 
science of coins and money. No less than four institutions in Richmond, 
Va., Bridgeport, Conn., Hartford, Conn., and Northampton, Mass., have 
written to the President’s office inquiring how they could arrange for 
numismatic exhibitions to be held in their own banks. Needless to say, the 
President immediately referred these banks to A. N. A. members in their 
respective localities. This certainly is as valuable an item of publicity as 
numismatics could well attain, and it shows that some banks at least fully 
appreciate the economic, commercial and historical value of our science. 

Another point which Coin Week demonstrated was the very gratifying 
knowledge that our Association has built up a very efficient organization 
winch fairly completely covers the entire extent of our country. The Presi- 
dent wants to take this opportunity of expressing his appreciation and 
praises to all the officers, district secretaries, individual members and corpo- 
rate members, clubs and societies, who have so heartily and enthusiastically 
cooperated in the work of Coin Week, showing our Association to have de- 
veloped into a numismatic machine capable of well organized and success- 
ful activities for common numismatic purposes. Congratulations and thanks 
to everybody who lent a hand in this work are very much in order.

MEDALS FOR EDITORS OF THE CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

Papal medals to signalize the second year of the pontificate of Pope Pius 
XI and to commemorate the tenth centenary of St. Thomas Aquinas, patron 
of Catholic schools, have been presented to the editors of the Catholic En- 
cyclopedia, in Philadelphia. 

A personal letter from Pope Pius XI, through his secretary, Right Rev. 
Giovanni Mercati, accompanied the medals. It follows: 

“At an audience last evening our Holy Father Pius XI, referring to your 
letter, handed me five medals, one for each of the editors of the Encyclo- 
pedia, requesting me to express to them his thanks. ‘I could have request- 
ed the Secretariat of State to acknowledge the letter,’ he said, ‘but I am 
retaining this scientific work for personal use, so as not to need to borrow 
it from the Apostolic Library.’ 

“I hope your reverence will gather from the above the wishes of His Holi- 
ness, which he expressed in better terms than I can command. Do as you 
think fit regarding the medals, especially that of the late editor-in-chief, 
Charles G. Hebermann, which His Holiness wishes to be given to the heirs 
as a remembrance.” 

The medals carry a bas-relief of Pope Pius XI. On the reverse side are 
reliefs of St. Thomas Aquinas in glory; Pope John XII, who canonized him; 
Pius V, who named him angelical doctor of the Church, and Leo XIII, who 
named him patron of Catholic schools. To the left are Dante and Beatrice, 
with the inscription: “Amid Alighieri’s melodies, John XXII ranked him 
with the Saints A. D. 1323.”

OUR LINCOLN NUMBER. 

Last month’s issue of Tiie Numismatist — the Lincoln Number — seems to 
have met with the hearty approval of our readers, if the congratulatory 
letters received during the past month are an indication of its reception. 
Not only did its size — 160 pages — break all records in that respect, but 
advertising records were also shattered. The issue contained 17^ pages 
of paid advertising. *

The entire issue was placed in the mails on February 2 — just one day later 
than we had hoped, but several days earlier than was to be expected, con- 
sidering the great amount of work on such a large issue.

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It is more than probable that later on copies of this issue will sell for 
far more than $1 at private sale, and we reserve the right at any time to 
further advance the price if the supply on hand warrants it.

The Lincoln Number was issued for the benefit of collectors, 
and not for speculative purposes.

WORK ON MEDALS AND TOKENS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Under the title of “Numismatics of Massachusetts’’ the Massachusetts 
Historical Society has recently published a valuable work. It was compiled 
by Malcolm Storer, M. D., curator of coins and medals of the society, as 
well as of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and the Boston Medical Library, 
and a memebr of the A. N. A., the A. N. S. and the Boston Numismatic 
Society. 

In his preface Dr. Storer says that the list is primarily a catalogue of the 
pieces relating to Massachusetts in the collection of the society, but also in- 
cludes descriptions of other Massachusetts pieces, taken from many sources, 
and is, as far as he knows, the first attempt to collate them. 

The arrangement of the list is by towns and cities, all issues, except per- 
sonal medals, being included under these respective headings. A separate 
section is devoted to the personal medals. There is also a list of badges, 
a list of Bolen’s productions and a list of Merriam’s tokens. Thirty-eight 
full-page plates illustrate a number of the pieces, while the frontispiece is 
the Harvard University Medal, with profile of President Eliot. A very com- 
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plete index completes the work. It contains 29 3 pages, exclusive of plates 
and index. The publication committee is composed of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Malcolm Storer, M. D., and Worthington Chauncey Ford. The Riverside 
Press of Cambridge is the printer, and it has produced a splendid piece of 
work from a typographical point of view. 

In his preface Dr. Storer says: “So little work has been done towards 
collating the minor medals of the United States that a general effort to 
catalogue them would be of great value. This could in no way be better 
done than under the auspices of historical societies in the various States.” 

Collectors of the issues of the different States will heartily endorse Dr. 
Storer’s suggestion. The cost of issuing such catalogues by individual 
collectors is prohibitive, and if lists of the minor medallic issues of the 
various States are ever to be made available for collectors it will have to 
be done through organizations of some kind. The Massachusetts Historical 
Society has shown the way, and its effort is a highly creditable one. 


NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CIA I* ISSUES SALTUS MEDAL. 

Desiring to honor and perpetuate the memory of its late member and 
well-beloved President, the New York Numismatic Club has prepared a 
beautiful portrait medal of Mr. J. Sanford Saltus. 

Mr. Saltus was internationally known, and had as many friends in Europe 
as in America. His many deeds of kindness, his generosity and his gentle- 
ness of disposition so endeared him to all that it is highly fitting the mem- 
ory of this unusual man be perpetuated in medallic form for preservation 
by all who knew and loved him. 



This medal measures 3 7 mm. and was modeled by one of the Club mem- 
bers, Mr. J. M. Swanson. The reverse bears the New York Numismatic 
Club seal. The model for this medal was submitted to the jury of the 
National Sculpture Society and hung in the exhibition of that society in 
New York City during the summer of 1923. 

The medals will be sold only by subscription, at the following prices, 
payable in advance: Bronze, $2.50; silver, $5; gold, $35. 


GUTTAG BROS. ISSUE PAMPHLET FOR COIN WEEK. 

A pamphlet entitled “Coin Collecting” was issued for free distribution 
during Coin Week by Guttag Bros., of New York City. The object was to 
give non-collectors or beginners some idea of the numismatic field and to 
point out a number of interesting series of coins. The pamphlet is by E. 
H. Adams. The subheadings include “America and South America,” “Cents 
of the Confederation,” “Tradesmen’s Tokens,” “Hard Times Tokens,” “Lat- 
in-American Coins,” “First Coins for America,” “West Indian Cut Pieces,” 
“Counterstamped Coins,” “Fractional Paper Currency,” “Wildcat Bank 
Notes,” “Government Issues,” “Medals” and ‘‘Numismatic Literature.” Such 
literature as this is bound to have a good effect for numismatics, and more 
of it should be issued. If non-collectors could be made acquainted with 
the full depth and breadth of numismatics, and could learn that there are 
many interesting, but inexpensive, series of coins, medals and tokens to be 
had, the number of collectors would increase more rapidly. 
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TERCENTENNIAL MEDAL FOR ABO, FINLAND. 

The tercentennial of the Court of Appeal, City of Abo, Finland, was cele- 
brated by the striking of a commemorative medal, the obverse of which 
represents Justicia resting, holding a sword in her right hand and balancing 
a scale in her left hand, with inscription: “In Memoriam Trium Seculorum.” 
In the exergue, “Praecelsum Judicium Aboense Cudendum Curavit A. 
MCMXXIII.” The inscription on the reverse reads: “Suprema Iustitia 



Magni Ducatus Finlandiae Inaugurata A. MDCXXIII,” and depicts the pre- 
sentation by King Gustavus Adolphus of the certificate of incorporation of 
the city of Abo, Court of Appeal, 1623, to its first Judicial President, Count 
Nils Bjelke. Inside the rim appears the inscription, “Gustavus Adolphus 
Rex. Nils Bjelke Primus Iudicii.” The continuity of this inscription is 
broken by the coat-of-arms of Finland. The medal is designed by Wik- 
strom. J. deL. 


NUMISMATIC ARTICLES IN BANKERS’ MAGAZINE. 

Two articles on numismatic subjects recently appeared in the Bankers’ 
Equipment-Service Bulletin, Chicago, by Theo. J. Venn, A. N. A. member, 
of that city. “Coppers Worth Their Weight In Gold” was the title of an 
article in the December issue. In this article Mr. Venn illustrated and de- 
scribed a number of the rare colonial issues. In the January issue the 
article was entitled “Tracing the History of the U. S. Mint Over 130 Years.” 
This was a review of the coinage of the large cents and half cents, dealing 
almost entirely with the early issues, and was also illustrated. 


PUBLICITY FOR THE LINCOLN NUMBER. 

The Utica (N. Y.) Observer-Dispatch of February 12 devotes a column to 
a review of the contents of the February issue of The Numismatist, giving 
in detail all the features of the Lincoln number. The article is by W. H. 
DeShon, A. N. A. member, of the staff of the Observer-Dispatch. Of the 
two issues of obsolete paper money of Utica described in the list, Mr. De- 
Shon says: “Mr. Carpenter was City Treasurer at the time the note was 
issued, and his office was in the Peckham stove store, where he was em- 
ployed. Mr. Vidvard was a wholesale liquor dealer at 29 and 31 John 
street.”

NORWAY WILL NOT REDEEM SILVER COINS. 

The Norwegian Riksbank will not in the future redeem Norwegian sub- 
sidiary coins collected in Sweden, but will give interest-bearing notes re- 
deemable in 1929. — (Free Trans, by J. deL.) 
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SHANGHAI'S NEW MINT. 

The opening of the Shanghai Mint recently constructed depends upon 
China's ability to raise the $2,500,000 needed for the installation of the 
machinery now held in bond, and for the initial operating capital. Already 
$1,000,000 of this amount has been raised and the remainder is assured. 

The program includes the abolition of the tael from the Chinese currency 
and the adoption of a uniform Chinese dollar, says the report. The Shang- 
hai Mint is to be the central mint and responsible for the maintenance of 
its standards in the quality of coins minted. The standards set by this mint 
are to be followed by the other mints, and it is planned to replace the Mexi- 
can dollar, and later the other coins, with these standards so that gradually 
China will have in use Chinese and not foreign coins. 

The central mint is to have a daily minimum capacity of 500,000 silver 
dollars and a maximum output of 1,000,000 silver dollars a dav. — New 
York Times.

COINS FOUND FIFTY FEET UNDER GROUND. 

“Sand hogs” working SO feet under ground on the foundations of the 
New York Telephone Company building recently, in New York, unearthed 
several American coins dating back to the latter part of the eighteenth 
century. An official in charge of the work said 50 feet under ground the 
men found the hulk of an old vessel about the size of a modern canal boat. 

While digging out the hulk the men found the coins, which were bronze 
or copper. One bears the word “Libertas” and is dated 1783. On the re- 
verse side is the inscription “Constellatio Nova.” Another coin found is 
dated 17 80. Of the nine coins found no two are alike. — Press Clipping. 


HILL TO AUTHORIZE COINAGE OF 2 ^ -CENT PIECES. 

Representative Wolff, of Missouri, has introduced a bill in the House 
authorizing the coinage of 2^ -cent pieces. The bill provides for the strik- 
ing of three varieties of the coin, in equal numbers, the varieties to con- 
sist of obverses bearing the portraits of Roosevelt, Harding and Wilson, 
with the dates, respectively, of their births and deaths, and the inscription 
“In God We Trust.” On the reverse would be the inscriptions, “E Pluribus 
Unum,” “United States of America” and the denomination of the coin. 


EIGHT HUNDRED COINS IN MAYORESS’ CHAIN. 

The next Mayoress of Buckingham, England, will have presented to her 
a chain made from 800 threepenny pieces, which were paid as a fine of 10 
imposed on Councillor Roper, who refused to accept the position of Mayor. 
Councillor Roper handed over these 800 small coins and will have them 
made into a chain for the future Mayoress.

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CLEVELAND, THE CONVENTION CITY. 

An aggressive civic step which has attracted world-wide attention to 
Cleveland is the group plan for public buildings. A “T” shaped tract of 
land approximating 104 acres in the heart of the city, and known as the 
“Mall,” will ultimately contain all of Cleveland’s municipal buildings. The 
Federal Building, costing $3,870,000; the Cuyahoga County Courthouse, 
costing $4,500,000, and the City Hall, costing $3,330,000, are already occu- 
pied. Appropriations are outstanding for a public library and a Criminal 
Court building upon the “Mall.” The completed project will represent an 
outlay in excess of $35,000,000. 

The Public Hall, opened in the Spring of 1922, also located on the 
‘Mall,” constitutes another unit of the group plan. Its auditorium accom- 
modates 1 2,500 persons, while upwards of 70,000 square feet of floor space 
is available for exhibits. The accoustics of this mammoth auditorium have 
proven ideal. Exhibit engineers have proclaimed its exhibit facilities to be 
the finest and most serviceable of any similar building in the United States.

Few cities have been so favored by gifts from their own citizens. The 
park system, which has hardly a rival in America for extent and for the 
variety of its natural beauty and attractions, is the outgrowth of notable 
giving by Cleveland men. 

Parks and boulevards extend in a great chain around the larger part of 
the city, lacking only a few connecting links to make a complete girdle of 
green in summer. Gordon Park and Edgewater Park, the latter on the 
West Side, as the great section west of the Cuyahoga River is called, re- 
serve for the people forever two miles on the lake front and provide bathing 
beaches, boating facilities and playgrounds swept by cool breezes in sum- 
mer. There are nine parks with from 85 acres to nearly 300 each, and 
the park system includes numerous smaller parks and many miles of boule- 
vards. Deep ravines, natural waterfalls, fine old forest groves, pretty streams 
and the shore of a great lake combine to give these pleasure grounds rare 
charms for lovers of nature.

Obituary. 

LYMAN HAYNES LOW. 

Lyman Haynes Low, numismatist, dealer and cataloguer, died at his 
home, 28 Clinton Place, New Rochelle, N. Y., on February 10, 1924, aged 
79 years. 

Mr. Low was a descendant of an old New England family. He was born 
in Boston. His parents were Capt. Francis Low and Reliance Cobb Burrill 
Low. He was a direct descendant of John Low, who served as Vice-Ad- 
miral with Admiral Winthrop on the ship which carried Governor Bradford 
to England in 1 632. Mr. Low’s wife, who was Miss Ella Mordaunt Peshine, 
died about five years ago. Her death was a severe blow to him, from which 
he never fully recovered. 

Mr. Low’s interest in coins dates from his boyhood days. There was an 
interruption in his collecting during the Civil War, during which he served 
as a member of Company B, Thirteenth Massachusetts Volunteers. After 
the war he returned to Boston, but went to New York in 18 70. He later 
became connected with the Scott Stamp and Coin Company, as manager, at 
178 Fulton street, and remained with that firm until 1896. In that year 
he went in business for himself asa dealer and cataloguer, in which he re- 
mained until his death. In 1911 he moved to New Rochelle, N. Y., from 
which place he conducted his business, though for several years after his 
removal he held his auction sales in New York City. His later sales were 
held in New Rochelle. 

During his career as a cataloguer and selling coins at public auction he 
held 211 sales, his last one being held December 1, 1923, Part I of the J. 
Coolidge Hills collection. Before his death he had catalogued Part II of 
this collection. His sales, particularly in the earlier years of his career, 
included many noted collections. 

With William T. R. Marvin, of Boston, he edited the American Journal of 
Numismatics, the publication of the American Numismatic Society, for 15 
years. In addition, he was the author of several monographs, perhaps the 
best known of which is his work on Hard Times Tokens. With this work 
his name is inseparably linked. Many of the pieces in this list had their 
origin in New England, and it was a pleasure to Mr. Low to accumulate 
data on the business careers of the parties who issued them. Well inform- 
ed on all branches of numismatics, he took special interest in all issues of 
tokens and store cards. The second edition of “Hard Times Tokens” ap- 
peared in 1899, followed by a supplement in 1906, which is the standard 
list today of these issues. Not a little of the popularity this series enjoys, 
as well as the high prices some of the rarer ones command, is due to this 
work of Mr. Low. 

During his career he made several trips to Europe to visit dealers in 
London, Brussels, Berlin and other numismatic centers. 

Mr. Low has been a member of the American Numismatic Association 
since its organization. He was also a member of the American Numismatic 
Society, the New York Numismatic Club and other numismatic organiza- 
tions, both in the United States and Europe. 

The early days in the collecting life of such a prominent figure in the 
numismatic world as Mr. Low will be of interest to all, and we reprint here 
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a part of his address at the Philadelphia Convention of the American 
Numismatic Association, held in 1908: 

“Coins first attracted my attention in 1856. The fever continued possibly 
for a year, and then other subjects engrossed me, doubtless from lack of 
congenial companionship, for 1 knew but one collector, and it was he who 
inspired me. 1 had not then learned of a dealer, though Henry Cook of 
Boston- -my native place — was engaged in the business, at that time. The 
summit of joy was reached, and my eldorado found at the toll-house on 
the Boston side of Chelsea Ferry, where I made weekly visits on Saturday 
afternoons, and looked over a box of odd pieces. It was the custom of the 
tollman to accept anything having the semblance of a coin. If it proved 
to be something else than a piece of U. S. mintage, it was thrown into this 
box. But nothing of special importance was ever secured, for my knowledge 
was limited, and my pocketbook small. My recollections are that Connec- 
ticut Cents, Hard Times Tokens, and an occasional store card composed the 
bulk of my treasures. It seems worthy of comment that I never found a 
half cent in any of the claims I prospected. It is certain at that period 
none were in circulation in Massachusetts. When the Civil War came on, 
I took my collection to a State street broker and sold it for $5.00. I have 
never forgotten my first small accumulation. 

“During the Civil War more important matters demanded my time, and 
in the years which followed, until 1878, the subject was dormant. In that 
year, when a commercial traveler, I was sojourning in the West, on the 
Mississippi, just below St. Paul. Many foreign copper and silver coins were 
in circulation in that community, and I soon found myself making a collec- 
tion of the various kinds I met with. By this means I became acquainted 
with three collectors in the town, and their hoards were sufficient to re- 
kindle the flame of 20 years previous. My ardor was thoroughly aroused, 
and the interest I took was intense!- I dreamed and talked of coins inces- 
santly; but I soon became rational, and launched into the subject in sober 
earnest. Almost immediately I began to sell as well as purchase. The 
captures, whether of pieces or of customers, were not large or important. 
In the fall of 1879, after returning to New York from one of my trips, I 
passed the old store of Bangs & Co., on Broadway, opposite Astor Place, 
and read the bulletin at the door, ‘Coin Sale To-day/ A few brisk steps 
took me up to the spacious rooms, where the coins of the late Theodore 
Riley were displayed on those long, flannel-covered tables, which some of 
you perhaps remember. I attended the sale that afternoon, and most of 
those that followed, whenever I was able to do so. 

In 1 883 I made the dealing in coins my exclusive business, beginning 
at 838 Broadway. When I offered my collection, numbering some 15,000 
pieces, to buyers, it was chiefly composed of copper coins. My career since 
that time is fairly recorded in the catalogues of my public sales, the first 
being that of the late Alexander Balmanno of Brooklyn. So much for my 
early reminiscences; of later days I need not enlarge in this company.” 


THOMAS HEDLEY. 

Thomas Hedley, one of the oldest members of the A. N. A., died at his 
home in Hamilton, Ontario, on February 3, 1924. Interment was in Hamil- 
ton Cemetery on February 6. 

Mr. Hedley was born in England 82 years ago, but had been a resident 
of Hamilton for 60 years. He was a keen student of coins, his chief interest 
being in the Irish and Canadian series, of which he owned a very fine col- 
lection. He was never happier than when imparting to brother collectors 
some of the knowledge he had acquired by long years of study of these 
coins. A fine gentleman of the old school, who will be sadly missed by 
those who knew him, for to all who knew him he was a friend.

On January 11, 1924, Mr. James Belmonte, the well-known numismatist 
and member of the firm of Adolph Hess Nachfolger, of Frankfurt-on-the-

matics with great regret.

of oboluses, so I went to my treasure cave and dug up an old chest left me 
by my great-granduncle.* Among the coins and curios of which this chest 
was full I discovered an obolus, which I am sending to you and which kills 
the argument, as now it shows there is. I remember now as I look on this 
obolus that my great-granduncle told me about his travels in the Land of 
the Dog-Faced Men, where he picked up this obolus. These dog-faced 
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people were well educated and artistically inclined, and this kingdom of 
Mysia was then ruled by King Swat, whose picture is on this obolus. I no- 
tice his name over his head and his motto underneath, “Tenax et Fidelis ” 
which I looked up and find it means “Firm and Faithful.'' This obolus 
looks like a dog-gone good coin, don’t it? And may I suggest you ought 
to put a cut of it in The Numismatist, so the argument will be stopped, as 
we now know there is an obolus, and this whopper of an obolus could go 
to the A. N. A. collection.

Aftei careful inspection under a powerful glass we have no hesitancy in 
saying we believe the piece is just what it is intended to be. It is true it 
measures nearly Zy 2 inches in diameter, which is considerably larger than 
the standard size. But the thickness, Ah! the thickness — % inch — corre- 
sponds closely to that of oboli of unquestioned standing. The metal is very 
dark bronze, while ordinarily oboli were struck in silver. The piece is 
also uniface and there are no indications of the punch mark on the reverse. 
The lettering on this piece is incuse and regularly formed, while Mysian 
oboli are said to be without inscription. Coins of Lampsacus we have seen 
nave the winged sea horse as a design, while the piece under dissection has 
the head of a canine. 

But these trifling irregularities count for little. The piece says on its 
face that it is an obolus of Lampsacus of Mysia, and that’s what it is. The 
docile and affectionate expression on the face of King Swat confirms Mr. 
Kronman s statement that the Mysians were an educated and artistic lot 
of people, and we congratulate him on his find. We forget whether it is 
Mr. Boyer or Mr. Markus that loses out on this discovery. Whoever it is, 
we hope he will have a box of cigars for all hands at the Cleveland Con- 
vention. 

LATER. Since the above was put in type we have given this obolus 
another careful examination and find underneath the effigy of King Swat, 
in very small letters, “Louis Kronman, L. A., Cal.” This proves that it is 
a modern imposition and shows how easy it is to err in separating the sheep 
from the goats. (Nevertheless, we hope the box of cigars will make its ap- 
pearance at Cleveland.) 


PRESTON C. POND TALKS “COINS” TO KIWANIANS. 

At the weekly luncheon of the Chicopee (Mass.) Kiwanis Club the mem- 
bers were entertained by Preston C. Pond, ex-President of the Springfield 
Coin Club and a member of the A. N. A., who gave an informal talk on “Coin 
Collecting.” He traced the history of currency, telling why coins were 
chosen as a medium of exchange. He also exhibited portions of his collec- 
tion, and presented each member of the club with a 1000-mark note. His 
exhibit included a number of rarities in United States coins. 

Signed checks by Chicopee men of prominence in the past, together with 
photographs of them, attracted much attention. Mr. Pond also showed 
State banknotes of the old Cabot Bank. 


NEW GERMAN NUMISMATIC PUBLICATION. 

We are in receipt of No. 1, Volume I, of “Mitteilungen fur Munzsammler,” 
issued January, 1924, which seems to be a continuation of similar German 
numismatic periodicals whose absence we have noted with great regret for 
several years. This periodical, in its headlines, is described as containing 
reports of the xNumismatic Societies of Frankfurt, Karlsruhe, Westphalia, 
Wiesbaden-Mayence and of Wurttenberg, indicating the gratifying interest 
in social and scientific numismatic activities at these foreign centers. The 
magazine also conveys the very regrettable news fo the death of Mr. Paul 
Joseph of Frankfurt-a-<Main, Germany, in the 75th year of his life, who has 
been a prominent writer and scientific investigator of numisjnatic subjects 
and whose name is undoubtedly famliiar to some of our readers. 
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Coin Week Activities. 

Whatever the results of Coin Week may be in substantial benefits to 
numismatics as a field of study and to the numismatic organizations that 
participated in it, there is no doubt it was a great success. It was arranged 
somewhat hurriedly for a nation-wide proposition, but the suggestion for 
such a week seemed to meet with the approval of local numismatic socie- 
ties and individuals throughout the country, and cooperation all along the 
line enabled those directing it to make it successful. The idea of “Coin 
Week” originated with and was proposed by Mr. Julius Guttag, of New 
York City, a member of the Board of Governors of the A. N. A., who lent 
his whole-hearted support to the movement. 

The matter was presented to President Wormser of the A. N. A., who 
never misses an opportunity to boost numismatics and the A. N. A., and it 
looked good to him. All that was necessary to make it successful, it seemed 
to him, was to arouse the membership of the A. X. A. and other numismatic 
organizations to the possibilities of such a week. He knew that most of the 
men whose assistance and influence were necessary were busy men and 
that it would require considerable persuasion to enlist their aid. Just how 
he accomplished it has not been made public. But he got it. 

Only those who have taken part in similar exhibits of numismatic material 
know the great amount of work involved in them. The exhibits at A. N. A. 
conventions have been regarded as involving a great amount of time and 
trouble for those taking part in them. But these are comparatively easy 
propositions compared to those necessary for an affair like Coin Week. At 
conventions, locations and showcases are provided, and the installation and 
removal of exhibits constitute the only outlay of effort. With preparations 
for Coin Week it was very different. This involved displays in many cities 
and towns, many of them hundreds of miles away from the directing head. 
The selection of suitable places for exhibits had to be left to those in charge 
locally, as well as the selection of material and methods. Nevertheless, 
the combined effort and time was enormous, and all those taking part de- 
serve the thanks of every member of a numismatic organization and every- 
one interested in the subject. 

The exhibits were held during the week of February 9 to 16 — some ot 
them during the entire week, others for a shorter time. Detailed reports 
of only a few of the exhibits had reached us when this issue went to press. 
In some cases reports are included in the minutes of club meetings given 
elsewhere in this issue. Reports from other localities are given below. 

Returns indicate that Coin Week was observed in between 40 and o0 
cities and towns throughout the country. An up-to-date feature reported 
was the broadcasting by radio of numismatic talks from Newark, N. J., 
Oakland, Cal., and State College, New Mexico. 

In New York City. 

The American Numismatic Society, Broadway at 15 6th street, had a 
special exhibit, arranged by Curator Howland Wood. It was comprehensive 
and showed the art of coinage from its inception to the present day. 

Other exhibits were in the lobby of the Chatham and Phenix Bank, 149 
Broadway, and in its five branches, Broadway and Howard street, Broadway 
and Eighteenth street, Fifth Avenue and Thirtieth street, Third Avenue and 
Fifty-seventh street and Lenox Avenue and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street. 

One of the interesting things in the exhibit at the Fifth Avenue and 
Thirtieth street branch was a trial piece of the proposed President Coolidge 
medal which the United States Mint is preparing to issue in the near future. 
In the same case was a collection of the medals issued in this country and 
abroad in honor of Jenny Lind. 

There were also several notes of the Manhattan Company of that city, 
issued in 1814 and 1815, one being for $3. Others were issued by the 
Merchants’ Bank and Phenix Bank and by many Western banks. Of peculiar 
interest were two 15-cent scrip pieces issued by the restaurateur, Charles 
Delmonico, one bearing the date 1867, from the famous downtown restau- 
rant at 2 South William street and the other bearing the address of his 
Chambers street house, near Broadway. 

One case was devoted to early Greek and Roman coinage. 
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In the exhibition at Third Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street was a display 
of the different metals used in the coining art in North America and a col- 
lection of old siege and necessity money issued in Sweden. At the 125th 
Street branch bank was a collection of Victory medals and World War 
decorations. In the main bank building at 149 Broadway were a lot of 
checks bearing names of famous Americans, including James Fenimore 
Cooper and Theodore Roosevelt. There was also an interesting lot of South 
American gold coins and Civil War money, including many of the trades- 
men's tokens issued to supply the need for one-cent pieces. 

At Northampton, Mass. 

In one of the windows of the Hampshire Trust Company, Northampton, 
Mass., was displayed a collection of Lincoln medals, buttons and pictures, 
including an “original Brady” of Lincoln, all the property of Mr. John E> 
Morse, of Hadley, Mass. Mr. Morse also made exhibits of McKinley and 
Washington medals and tokens in Northampton on the anniversaries of the 
birth of these noted Americans. 

At West Point, Ya. 

A collection of all the United States commemorative coins of the United 
States was made by William F. Miller at the State Bank of West Point, 
West Point, Va. 


At Spokane, Wavsh. 

In addition to the permanent collection at the Spokane Public Museum, 
Messrs. O. P. Eklund and Alexander McKenzie made a special exhibit of 
coins filling five large showcases. Mr. Eklund showed copper coins, of 
which, it is said, he has one of the largest and most valuable collections in 
the West, and Mr. McKenzie exhibited a variety of silver coins. 

At Ogden, Iowa. 

The exhibit at Ogden, Iowa, was at the City State Bank, and comprised 
selections from the collection of Mr. William M. Rosen, president of the 
bank, a member of the A. N. A. The exhibit was on display throughout 
the week, and was made up largely of coins, medals and paper money per- 
taining to Lincoln. It included specimens of gold, silver, copper and nickel 
coins struck by the United States Mint during the years of 1 860 to 1865, 
and samples of many medals struck off since the end of the Civil War to 
commemorate Abraham Lincoln, and specimens of United States fractional 
currency and of the currency of the Confederate States, in use at that time. 
Civil War Tokens also had a section of the exhibit. A number of “shin- 
plasters,” “wildcat” bank currency and many of the other forms of money 
in use sixty or more years ago were shown. Of interest also were a number 
of original copies of newspapers of the Lincoln Administration period, with 
their reports- of Civil War battles, of the actions of Congress and of the 
other burning issues of that period. 

At Lewisburg, Ohio. 

Under the direction of Mr. Waldo C. Moore, exhibits were made in three 
different places. In the lobby of the People’s Banking Company, with which 
Mr. Moore is connected, there was a case of Lincolniana, a frame of Uncle 
Sam’s commemorative coins, four large wall cases of Lincolniana, broken 
bank bills, etc. 

At the Moore Studio there was exhibited a number of medals of each of 
the following celebrities: Washington, Lincoln, Harding, Grant, Hayes, 
William Henry Harrison, Garfield, Bryan, McKinley, etc. 

At the Knapke Gallery five frames of coins were displayed, embracing 
the early cents, the small cents, some foreign coins and other miscellaneous 
items. 

Other exhibits and publicity work arranged for, but from which no de- 
tails have yet been received, include the following: 
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Rochester, X. V. — Exhibits in four store windows on Main street under 
the^ supervision of Mr. Paul Lange, Secretary Rochester Numismatic Club. 

San Francisco and Oakland, Cal. — Posters re Coin Week sent to 100 banks 
in San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda, also to museums, public 
libraries, the Mint and various brokers. Bulletin sent to all principal 
newspapers and magazines in Pacific Coast States. Radio broadcasting 
February 9th from KGO Station at Oakland. Members of the Pacific Coast 
Numismatic Society to make exhibits in various banks. Mayor will make 
proclamation. Supervised by Charles B. Turrill, President of the P. C. N. 
S., and Harvey L. Hansen. 

Chicago, 111 . — Small exhibits in branch libraries in Chicago and suburbs. 
Also in Chicago Historical Society and some high schools. Numismatic 
talks before history classes in largest boys’ High School. Publicity in 
Chicago Tribune and other papers.

PROCEEDINGS OF ANNUAL MEETING. 

The sixty-sixth annual meeting of the American Numismatic Society was 
held at the Museum of the Society on January 12th, 1924, Acting President 
John Reilly, Jr., taking the chair. 

The reading of the minutes of the previous meeting was, on motion, 
omitted. 

Mr. Reilly read a cablegram from President Newell from Cairo: 

“Best Greetings to Officers, Staff and Assembled Members at Annual 
Meeting." 

He also expressed appreciation of the response there had been with re- 
gard to the suggestion for Christmas gifts, and the spirit in which they had 
been proffered. 

Report of the Secretary. 

The chronicle for the year 1923 has not very many outstanding events to 
record. The chief, of course, was the exhibition of the National Sculpture 
Society. Advantage was taken of this occasion to make the fifth award of 
the Saltus Medal one in which the National Sculpture Society should par- 
ticipate, and a reception was held in our Museum when this medal was 
presented to Mr. Hermon A. MacNeil. Because of preparations for this 
exhibition, the spring meeting of our Society was omitted. There have been 
no evening meetings during the year. 

The leave granted to your Secretary terminated July 1st. During my 
absence the work was carried on by Mr. Wood as Acting Secretary; and 
owing to his initiative the roll of our Associates was greatly strengthened, 
nearly fifty members having been added in this time. 

There was also prepared and sent out by him a card asking information 
regarding the special activities of our members, and the responses received 
provide material which promises to be of great value in further serving 
our members. 

Some of the storage problems of our building have been very happily 
solved by the turning over to the Society of the vault between our building 
and that of the National Academy of Arts and Letters, and the construction 
of a connection to it from our basement floor. This provides a chamber 51 
feet long by 38 feet wide and about 12 feet high, and has enabled us to 
transfer considerable material which was sadly crowding our basement. 
Those persons who have not examined this vault will have an opportunity 
for doing so after this meeting. Mr. Huntington’s generosity is very great- 
ly appreciated.

Report of the Curator. 

The exhibition of United States coins and medals, which had been on view 
since August 25th, 1922, closed on March 4th, and the building was then 
prepared for the medal exhibition of the National Sculpture Society, which 
was formally opened on April 12th, and which closed on July 31st. Over 
19,000 visitors took this opportunity of seeing the display of modern med- 
als by contemporary American artists. 

The present exhibition opened on November 10th, the date of the Fall 
meeting, and is an educational and miscellaneous display, planned to 
illustrate the whole field of coinage, both for the student and the general 
public. Not only is the progress of coinage shown but various interesting 
phases of numismatics are illustrated, such as large coins, bracteates, siege 
money, odd shapes, primitive money and barter, modern post-war pieces, 
as well as coin substitutes. 

The Society is again displaying the new accessions. This custom was dis- 
continued for several years on account of special exhibitions devoted to one 
subject. 

During the past summer the wall cases have been changed to a certain 
extent, and the swing cases, containing the decorations, have been increased 
from 24 to 4 0. The whole series of decorations has been entirely rear- 
ranged, and nearly 7 00 new specimens have been added. 

Our accessions for the past year, in point of value and interest, have more 
than held their own with previous years, though in point of numbers they 
have fallen several thousand short of the last two years. 
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The bequest of the late Rev. James B. Nies was received a few months 
ago, and consisted of approximately two thousand pieces. 

From Mrs. Harriet Weil, in memory of Mr. M. H. Lehman, we received 
about 400 coins and medals. 

The Society purchased the Walter C. Wyman Collection of Indian Peace 
Medals, consisting of twenty-three pieces. Forty-seven members helped to 
defray the cost of this collection. 

Mr. Sydney P. Noe has presented to the Society a find of over 2300 small 
copper coins of the late Roman Period. 

Mr. William R. Powell has continued adding Napoleonic material to the 
Cabinet, and Mr. H. C. Levis sends us at frequent intervals interesting 
pieces — for the most part, ancient. 

Other constant donors to the Society have been Mr. Newell, Mr. Charles 
N. Schmall and Mr. John F. Le Blanc. 

From Mr. William B. Osgood Field we have received a Rexograph Auto 
Focus camera. The machine is set pointing downwards, and so adjusted 
that the objects photographed appear on the plates the same size as in the 
original. Such a camera is particularly desirable as we invariably require 
the photography results of our material to be exact in point of size. The 
experimenting we have done so far has proved that this machine will be of 
great value to us. 

The Christmas gifts, a custom started this Christmas, have enriched our 
Cabinet to a very considerable extent. These are all laid out before you, 
and you will realize that they cover our entire range of collecting. Your 
attention is called to Mr. Gillingham’s most valuable gift of Decorations; 
Mr. Garrett’s gift of two rare Colonial coins; and Mr. Grinnell’s, of the 
middle-size Jefferson Indian Peace Medal. Several members wrote stating 
that they were willing to contribute but did not know what to give, and we 
were glad to be able to make suggestions which have filled very satisfac- 
torily some of the weak spots in our collection. A case in point are the 
encased stamps, of which we had previously but five. The Christmas gifts 
number 494 pieces from 54 donors.

Report of the Librarian. 

While the growth of the library during the year 19 23 has not been so 
great in numbers, the additions which have been made have all been items 
which strengthen its shelves. New accessions have all been catalogued and 
analyzed. Considerable work has been done on the file of auction cata- 
logues and on a bibliography of Greek coin hoards, which promises to be of 
great usefulness. 

A number of very generous gifts have been received, the chief of these 
being the four volumes of the Corpus Numorum Italicorum, presented by 
His Majesty the King of Italy. From Mr. Wayte Raymond we have re- 
ceived a very much needed three-volume set on the Spanish Coinage. From 
Mr. S. Hudson Chapman, his monograph on the 1794 cents. From the 
British Museum we have received the first volume of the splendid catalogue 
of Roman Imperial Coins, and from Messrs. Spink & Sons a copy of the 
volume by Messrs. Mattingly and Sydenham, which so amply supplements 
the other. 

In response to the Christmas letters, two members sent additions for the 
library, while two others have presented thirty dollars for the purchase of 
needed titles. 

From the Estate of James B. Nies the library received his books on 
numismatics; and although the number of volumes was not very great, his 
thought for our library is much appreciated. 

Special effort has been made toward completing the periodical files, and 
with some success. We have acquired a complete set of the Gazette Numis- 
matique (Belgian), and of the Buletinul of the Roumanian Numismatic 
Society. The catalogues of the Weber and the McClean Collections have 
been added — the former the gift of Messrs. Spink & Sons.

Committee on Ancient Coins. 

Perhaps the most interesting event which we have to record of the past 
year is the discovery of a magnificent treasure at Beaurains, near Arras, in 
France, composed of ancient jewelry of the late Roman epoch, gold coins of 
the Constantinian period and earlier, and of nine large gold medallions. 
Four of these medallions are now in American collections. One of the me- 
dallions, now in France, and likely to remain there, either in the National 
collection or at Arras, is a most notable piece. It is in perfect condition 
and bears a representation of the entry of the Emperor Constantius Chlorus 
into London. The whole find is to be published by the numismatic authori- 
ties of the Museum of Arras. We are able to exhibit a few photographs 
and casts, which show to some degree the composition of the hoard; aurei, 
from Diocletian to Constantine, gold medallions of this same period, and 
framed medallions of coins of a much earlier period. Many of the pieces 
are unique and very finely preserved. Medallions of Constantine Chlorus 
have heretofore been extremely scarce, and three of the new medallions, at 
least, bear this Emperor's portrait. 

Our Cabinet has received an accession of 89 Roman coins, Antoniniani 
and denarii, purchased from a hoard found at Plevna, in Bulgaria. The 
largest single accession of ancient coins is that from the collections of the 
late Dr. Nies. 

Numismatic works on ancient coins which have appeared during the past 
year include: Volume I of the McClean Collection in Cambridge, England, 
by S. W. Grose; Volume I of the British Museum Catalogue of Coinage of 
the Roman Empire (Augustus to Vitellius), by H. Mattingly; a treatise on 
Roman Imperial Coinage (Augustus to Vitellius), by H. Mattingly and E. 
A. Sydenham. 

Among sale catalogues may be mentioned the two of Naville et Cie., 
Geneva; Catalogue No. V and Catalogue VI, Part 1, of the C. S. Bement 
Collection; the Catalogues of Ratto on Republican coins, and that of San- 
tamaria, on Roman Imperial Coins.

1 RANGE The Victory Medal has finally been issued, and a specimen 
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thereof is in the case. As this has been described in one of our publica- 
tions, it will be omitted here. 

BELGIUM — A medal for the Campagne d’Afrique has been issued and 
we already have a specimen. 

ITALY- — Several new issues have been authorized, which have been men- 
tioned in Numismatic Notes and Monographs No. 20, to wit: Medal of 
National Gratitude, Medal for War Orphans, Medal for War Volunteers, 
Medal for Italian Unity, the Crown of Merit, for civilian workers. 

POLAND — They have revived an old decoration, Military Virtue, and 
created the Order of Polonia Restituta, in recognition of their freedom and 
independence, as well as issuing a War Cross. We now have specimens of 
some of these classes and hope for others. 

VICTORY MEDALS have been authorized by Cuba, Portugal and Rou- 
mania, and are now here. 

FINLAND and other of the newer countries have issued several new 
decorations, specimens of some having been secured by another Committee; 
they will be omitted here. And while the pastures of our Committee have 
been trodden upon by the very active Chairman of that Committee, who has 
been most energetic in his work, we have nothing but praise to extend him. 

Your Society needs many additions to the medals and decorations of 
China, Czecho-Slovakia, Latvia, Lithuania and Japan, to say nothing of the 
South American countries, in which we are weak, and we wish to ask every 
member of the Society to use his or her best efforts to secure for our cabi- 
nets the needed pieces. 

Since the last annual meeting the new swing cases have been installed, 
and already we have visions of wanting more space. It is to be hoped we 
will soon crowd them. 

In closing, I wish to extend the thanks of our Committee to all those who 
assisted in securing the new cases, and to those who have aided in the in- 
crease of the Society’s collections. But do not lessen your efforts for we 
need many other specimens. There are new issues and changes all the time, 
and we trust the members will remember our needs in their correspondence 
with foreign countries or in their travels.

Committee oil Foreign Medals. 

Your Committee on Foreign Medals would characterize its work as that 
of a Committee on International Entente Cordiale by means of Foreign 
Medals. It has been the hope of the Committee, therefore, to do something 
during the year to emphasize more than before the character of the Library 
and Museum of the Society as a clearing house for the interest in the me- 
dallic art of America and of foreign countries, both, jointly, where mem- 
bers of the Society and American medallists can get acquainted with the 
work of foreign medallists, and where, in turn, a way may be found to 
enable foreign medallists and people of foreign countries in general to find 
an appreciation of the ideals of their countries as expressed in their medal- 
lie art and where they may get acquainted with the work in this art of our 
American artists. 

This means, of course, correspondence — considerable correspondence — • 
and correspondence of a personal character; not circulars, but letters written 
to individual persons. Your Committee has carried on a correspondence 
with 14 countries. The foreigners with whom this correspondence has 
J)een carried on have included people of various kinds of interest in the 
medallic art — consular officers, directors of museums, medallic artists, 
manufacturers, dealers, and collectors. The response has been most cordial, 
so cordial as almost to wreck the Committee and its work, a consummation 
at on^e devoutly to be wished and to be dreaded. Information has been 
generously given; photographs of medallic work have been sent in large 
numbers; and in some instances, medals, coins and decorations have been 
without any solicitation presented to the Society for its Cabinet. 
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The statistics of this correspondence of your Committee show in the ag- 
gregate: Letters written to foreign correspondents, 203; letters received 
from foreign correspondents, 85; reports on state or progress of the medallic 
art in foreign countries (some included in the letters received, some not 
included), 15; photographs of medals received, 334; medals, coins and 
decorations received, presented to the Society, 73. The difference in the 
number of letters written and of those received is largely due to two facts: 
First, that the Chairman has made it a point to acknowledge every letter 
received from a foreign correspondent, which alone, roughly speaking, 
brings the real proportion up to something like 170 to 203; and second, 
that frequently a foreign correspondent sends the Committee a list of medal- 
lic artists with their addresses, sometimes five or ten of them; all of these 
are written to at first convenient opportunity, and there are a number of 
these from whom there has not yet been time for an answer to come. The 
statistics of letters then show quite as strongly as the statistics of photo- 
graphs and presentations the cordiality with which the advances of your 
Committee have been received. It is sincerely to be regretted that the 
time available does not permit reading to you extracts from some of these 
letters. Then, too, in some of the countries little has as yet been accom- 
plished to show by photograph or presentation. In these cases the hope of 
the Committee has been to suggest that a cordial interest is already await- 
ing in America any work that may be done in the future. Finally, the 
members of your Committee have been able to give to this work only spare 
time left over from the demands of their business, and, frankly, in many 
cases it has not been practicable to follow up properly the cordial response 
of foreign correspondents. If any of these foreign friends has thought 
that any quiet along the mail routes was due to lack of interest on the part 
of your Committee, it hopes that in some way this word may reach them 
and that they may understand the situation. The trouble is only that we 
are wrecked; that is all. 

For the same reason it is quite impracticable for the Committee to give 
you, even in the considerable time generously allowed at this meeting, what 
it ought to give you, a full statement and exhibition of the results of its 
work. The blame for this we would cravenly evade and forward with a five- 
cent stamp to the other side of the water. We trust that it is not improper 
to say that we understand that the Council has under consideration the 
holding of a special meeting and exhibition for the work of this Committee 
a little later in the year. At that time it may be feasible to show to you all 
the photographs, medals, coins and decorations received, and, we hope, 
invite to join us the Consular Officers of these countries, to some of whom 
we are greatly indebted, and people of these nationalities who are tempo- 
rarily or permanently among us, to come as our guests to see what we are 
trying to do and to get acquainted on the simple basis of the ideals of our 
various countries as expressed in the medallic art. One incidental advantage 
of such a special meeting and exhibition is that your Committee has been 
informed of certain other gifts of medals and of photographs which will 
soon be sent to the Society, and it will be possible to include these also in 
the exhibition with what we have already received. The report of your 
Committee today is, then, only a sketchy summary of what has been done 
and of the response thereto, and the display in some of the cases around 
you here is simply a characterization of the response received from the 
foreign correspondents, an earnest of their friendly greeting and of their 
willingness to cooperate with us in anything that may inure to a better and 
stronger mutual understanding between our countries. 

The countries with which your Committee has corresponded may natural- 
ly be divided into two groups: First, the seven new countries, naming them 
in order from the north, Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, and Jugo-Slavia. If the Society could establish relations 
with the medallic art in these countries, it was felt it might be possible to 
build up a complete record of the medallic art in these countries from the 
time they became self-governing. Second, certain other countries, which 
on account of the friendly relations with them and the interest the Society 
already had in their work, it was most desirable to continue. But be it 
noted that the seven countries now to be named by no means include all 
the countries which could be so characterized. They are: England, France, 
Belgium, Holland, Sweden, Hungary and Mexico. We wish to call to your 
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attention only a few points regarding the situation in these countries, or 
their response to our inquiries, separately. 

FINLAND — The central correspondent in this country has been Mr. H. 
J. Bostrom, of Wasa. He has written to people in Finland to interest them 
in our Society’s work. He gathered together the generous nucleus for a 
Collection of Finland, consisting of 53 medals, coins and decorations, which 
he sent as a present to the Society. Among these were four cast medals by 
Miss Gerda Qvist, a present from her. He also wrote an extended report 
on the medallic history of Finland, which the Consul General in New York, 
the Hon. K. F. Aaltio, kindly insisted on translating for us. The exhibit 
before you will convince you of the distinctive character and interest of 
this Finnish school of medallists. 

ESTHONIA — Little has been accomplished in this country and there has 
not been opportunity for adequate correspondence. But we have as a 
present the three first coins struck by that Government. With this coun- 
try, LATVIA and LITHUANIA have sent a valuable and practical kind of 
communication in pamphlets regarding the history and nature and state of 
their countries. As background for a study of their medallic and numis- 
matic work this sort of material seems to be very important. 

POLAND and CZECHO-SLOVAKIA — Your Committee has not conducted 
as full a correspondence with these countries as it would wish. In the case 
of Poland for some time the difficulty of the language checked the corre- 
spondence, but there will before long now undoubtedly come a number of 
letters as cordial and responsive as those already received. One sculptor, 
it will be noted, sent three of his medals and a set of photographs of other 
work -Konstanty Zmigrodski. It might be well here to acknowledge very 
gratefully the courtesy of the foreign correspondents in accepting letters 
written in English and in answering either in English or in French, with 
the exception of only two letters. From Czecho-Slovakia the Society lias 
received a portfolio of 75 fine photographs of the work of Dr. Ottokar 
Spaniel, and other 20 photographs of the work of Monsieur B. Kafka and 
Monsieur .M. Stursa. This correspondence with Czecho-Slovakia has been 
somewhat interrupted through the unwilling fault of the Chairman, who 
would plead guilty, but swamped. So, too, with JUGO-SLAVIA the Com- 
mittee can report excellent progress. This country was not taken up as 
soon as some of the others. 

In the second group of countries, the Committee has been fortunate in 
its correspondence with ENGLAND to get into correspondence with Dr. G. 
F. Hill. He has been most helpful and has put us in touch with the Royal 
Mint and with others. Your attention is specially called to photographs of 
medals by E. Carter Preston, of Liverpool, and of Harold Stabler, of Ham- 
mersmith. 

FRANCE is one of the great fields of medallic design. There is so much 
to tell that next to nothing can be told. The first letter of your Committee 
to Monsieur Henri Dubois, the eminent sculptor and President of the 
Societe des Graveurs en Medaille, was read by him at a meeting of the 
Societe. In consequence, 17 medallic sculptors, members of that Society, 
made out lists of their recent work, gathered photographs of their medals, 
put them together, and sent them through Monsieur Dubois to the American 
Numismatic Society with their most hearty greetings — a collection of 163 
photographs in one lot, since increased to 17 3. We were disappointed to 
find nothing in the collection representing Monsieur Dubois’ own work, and 
so wrote him. He replied with very gracious regret saying that he had 
become so interested in the returns sent to him for America by the other 
members of the Societe that he had forgotten all about his own, but that 
he would soon send a statement and pictures of his own work. A few of 
these 173 photographs are shown today, selected almost at haphazard. 

BELGIUM and HOLLAND also are medallic countries of established 
name. Les Amis de la Medaille d’Art, the Belgian society, affords a right 
and proper means for maintaining friendly relations with the art in that 
country. Societies like these in France and Belgium will unquestionably 
prove the best way to pursue the work of this Committee. We are also 
interested in the medal struck by our Society in honor of their King and 
Queen. Eleven medals were presented to the Society by the Edelmetaal 
Bedrivjen of Utrecht through J. Schulman of Amsterdam, as also some 
photographs. 

Correspondence with SWEDEN has been started rather recently, on ac- 
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count of the interest of some friends who are of Swedish family, and on 
account of the old relations with that country in the person of the medal- 
list Mme. Lea Ahlborn, who designed three of this Society's medals— the 
Washington, 1883; the Anthon, 1884, and the Parish, 1890. We are con- 
fident of much interest to report in the near future. One Swedish medal, 
the Wasa medal, made by Erik Lindberg for Finland, was given to the So- 
ciety by Mr. Bostrom. 

MEXICO and South America offer an important field, one with much new 
interest, as shown by the medal by Eduardo Concha struck by Mexico in 
honor of the centenary of Brazil, and presented to the Society by the Mexi- 
can Ambassador to Brazil. HUNGARY has very recently been added to 
your Committee’s list at the request of Dr. Ladislas de Siklossy, editor of 
the ( ollectioneur, of Buda-Pesth, the first country to ask for our interest 
in this particular way. 

During the progress of this correspondence your Committee has felt that 
more and more a relation of cooperation was growing up between the So- 
ciety and these foreign correspondents, that in a way this Society, its 
Library and Museum were before long to belong to our foreign friends, in a 
way, as well as to us, so fine and so cooperative would the relation become. 
In consequence, larger and more important results are becoming possible 
This directly affected the objects for which the Committee was working and 
extended its purposes beyond the gathering of information for the Society. 

The first result will be that here in our Museum will be the recognized 
American center and headquarters of the medallic art of Finland, of France, 

of England, of Esthonia, of Czecho-Slovakia, of Sweden, and of the others - 

and of all the others. We gain the advantages of a wider knowledge of 
the medallic situation in foreign countries, and a broader understanding of 
the foreign peoples, their points of view and their ideals as expressed in 
their medallic art. We shall have more to offer our own pepole. But there 
is another side to it. We cannot accept all this generosity of theirs with a 
mere “Thank you” from the Committee in the name of the Society. We must 
find some adequate way to express our appreciation. This naturally is a 
question to which your Committee is enthusiastically giving its earnest 
attention. The appreciation desired is of course exhibition and sale. It is 
hoped that it may be practicable in the coming year for your Committee to 
find some sensible and effective way in which we can further the exhibition 
of foreign medals among us, and also to arrange the facilities for the sale 
here of foreign medals in their smaller forms. The great purpose will be 
to acquaint Americans with foreign art of this kiud, not the alienation of 
commissions from the national artists. With certain exceptions we feel 
that the national artist can far better understand and express the ideals 
of his country. Small, not from any lack of appreciation of the special 
quality or even the superiority of cast medals, but because small medal 5 
are within the means of a greater number of people. We want to help 
forward here in America a large democratic interest in the medallic art, 
rather than add one or two connoisseurs to a clientele limited by means 
or rather by lack of means. We want to bring this vest-pocket sculpture 
into its own into a perfectly practicable wide-spread prevalence, so that 
we ail, thanks to the medallic art, may carry a few ideals around with us 
all the time. 

Later there may come up similarly the question of making the work of 
American medallists familiar in Europe, but not yet. There is need for 
such work. The new quarterly, “Arethuse,” in an otherwise most interest- 
ing article, alleges that America has no real school of medallic art. Your 
Committee therefore sees a mission ahead, in accomplishing which we shall 
hope for cordial help from these foreign friends, and do not doubt receiv- 
es if- But the economic situation over there does not yet make it prac- 
ticable to attempt anything at present. And your Committee realizes that 
it has plenty here at home to do as it is. 

Work along these lines will, we believe, make a worth-while contribution 
to the development of the Medallic Art, and also in a very real sense to that 
far greater end, the strengthening of a truly intelligent International En- 
tente Cordiale. By the close of another year your Committee hopes, with 
the help and cooperation of our friends of other blood and nationality, to 
be able to report progress in this direction. 

WILLIAM CHAUNCY LANGDON, Chairman. 
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Committee on Indian lVace Medals. 

The Indians are the first Americans, and, as they have given us nothing 
that can be called strictly numismatic, we must consider what we have 
given them, and that constitutes a series of medals unexcelled among the 
numismatic objects relating to America. 

When it is considered that each medal was actually given to an Indian 
by an authority that he respected, and was worn by him as an evidence of 
distinction, often handed down to his successors or buried with his body, 
we must recognize in each of these medals a human interest that is possess- 
ed by few other numismatic objects, as well as a historical interest of great 
importance. 

These medals are generally known as Indian Peace Medals, and the fact 
that, in nearly every case, the purpose for which they were given was the 
promotion of peace and friendship between the Indians and their white 
neighbors, gives them a higher place than even those decorations awarded 
for deeds of war. 

It would seem but proper therefore that the American Numismatic So- 
ciety should be the repository for the greatest collection of these medals 
that could be brought together, thus giving to the first Americans the recog- 
nition that they should have, and this object has been held in view for some 
years. When we consider that the Society has no fund that would pro- 
vide for the acquisition of these medals when they turn up, it has cer- 
tainly done well. 

There is no question but what, with reasonable financial support, the col- 
lection could be made supreme in the lines in which it is now weak, as well 
as practically complete in the United States series, except in cases where 
the only existing specimen is permanently placed. 

Of the British medals given to American Indians in colonial times, and 
later to Canadian Indians, the collection is fairly representative and con- 
tains a number of rarities, but much is still needed. 

Of the French we have no originals, and of the Spanish but one. There 
are, however, but few varieties of French and Spanish Indian medals, and 
all are hard to obtain. 

Of the United States series the collection is far in the lead of all others, 
there being comparatively few varieties that are not in it — that is, few of 
those issued after Washington’s administration. 

A special mention might be made of the Washington medals, and this 
will serve as a good illustration of the difficulties under which the Society 
labors in its efforts to enlarge the collection. 

The Washington medals consist of flat plates of silver, oval in shape 
with raised edges and rings for suspension; each medal is engraved by 
hand, and, without considering the accidental differences that would exist 
in specimens intended to be alike, we know of eleven varieties, bearing the 
dates 1789, 1792, 1793 and 1795. 

The Society’s collection contains three of these. Two more, of which we 
have heard of no duplicates, belong to private parties. One or possibly 
both of these could be secured for the Society if we were in a position to 
make cash offers for them. How long they may be accessible we do not 
know. They are very valuable, and we can see no present prospect of hav- 
ing the money to purchase them. 

The Society has, from time to time, opportunities to acquire these things, 
as inquiries frequently come in from people who do not go to dealers. A 
number of Indian Peace Medals have been secured this way, but many good 
things have slipped by because we had not the money to secure them. 

All original Indian Peace Medals are scarce, in great demand, and com- 
mand high prices, and when it comes to obtaining these rare and valuable 
specimens, we have no guarantee that an opportunity neglected will ever 
be repeated. 

To make this collection what is should be we should be in a position to 
spend at least five thousand dollars, and have the cash available so that we 
could use any part of it at short notice. 

As it is, the past year has not been barren of results. The Walter C. 
Wyman collection of twenty-one Indian Peace Medals, including several of 
extreme rarity, has been acquired through the generosity of forty-seven of 
our members. 
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Our Curator has recently secured one of the exceedingly rare “Third 
Treaty" medals of Canada, dated 1873. 

Mr. George Bird Grinnell, a member of this Committee, has presented one 
of the middle-size Indian Peace Medals of Jefferson, which he obtained in 
the Indian country many years ago. This medal fills a gap in our collec- 
tion and gives us all the varieties of the Indian medals of Jefferson that 
were originally issued. 

Much information has been secured from time to time and it is hoped 
that some of it may be ready for publication before another year goes by. 

As regards information, your Committee earnestly requests the co-opera- 
tion of all members and friends of the Society. 

We are most anxious to get in touch with anyone who is at all interest- 
ed in this subject. An exchange of ideas frequently helps all parties, and 
any information that we do not already have is most valuable. 

There is much to be learned about these medals, especially about the 
oval engraved medals of Washington. We now have full descriptions of 
seventeen of them. There must be a considerable number of which we 
have never heard and these may develop varieties now unknown. 

The same may apply to many other Indian Peace Medals.

Committee on Oriental Coins. 

The most important matter upon which your Committee has to report 
for the past year is the receipt of the coins from the Estate of the Rev. 
James B. Nies. Of the 2000 coins willed to the Society, 350 were Oriental. 
The outstanding unit of the gift was the series of Egyptian glass weights 
of the Mohammedan period. Dr. Nies had specialized in these and had given 
considerable study to them. Our own series of glass weights is very strong, 
and with this important addition our collection undoubtedly ranks as high 
as any other. 

During the year there appeared in the Numismatic Chronicle, London, an 
account by R. B. Whitehead, entitled “Some Notable Coins of the Mughal 
Emperors of India." Fourteen of our pieces were described in this article. 
Mr. Whitehead visited the States in 1921 and inspected our remarkable 
collection of Indian coins.

Committee on Foreign Paper Money. 

The first in importance is that colossus of the twentieth century in paper 
money, the German Mark, which has been used by a ruthless Government 
as a measure to promote bankruptcy and escape obligations. 

The story as presented in the report of a year ago has developed into a 
much longer narrative than the writer anticipated, for, instead of dropping 
out of sight because of their great depreciation, the inflation has increased 
and they have been continued in circulation by the issuing of notes of fabu- 
lously high values, steadilly mounting up in mere figures that would seem 
to be a fairy tale of the olden times. 

In the case of our own Continental money, with which the soldiers of 
the Revolution were paid, and of which 241 million dollars were issued, 
history tells us that it continued to be used until the depreciation in 1781 
was $1,000 to $1.00 and then stopped circulating, so that in the latter days 
of its use a year’s pay would not buy a single breakfast or pay for a bottle 
of wine to drink a farewell parting with old comrades in arms. That many 
were hopeful of it again having a value is proven by the fact that so great 
a quantity was stored away in old attics, etc., that even today specimens 
can be purchased for less than half a dollar. 

Had this precedent been followed in Germany, a new currency on a gold 
basis would long ago have succeeded the Mark, but unfortunately it has been 
the policy of the German Government to prolong the "Dance of Death," re- 
gardless of the great misery and suffering brought upon its own people. 

Macaulay, speaking of the clipped, base and counterfeit silver money in 
general use in 1696 said: “It may well be doubted whether all the misery 
which had been inflicted on the English nation in a quarter of a century 
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by bad kings, bad ministers, bad parliaments and bad judges was equal to 
the misery caused in a single year by bad crowns and bad shillings.” 

The world does not change much, and history seems to have repeated 
itself in the case of the German mark, as a frightful incubus on her popu- 
lation, for a note for a million marks will not buy a slice of bread. 

During the year, several “bluffs” have been made to stabilize the mark, 
while they kept right on printing, but all efforts have been equally disas- 
trous, for it has only seemed lo depreciate the faster in consequence. 

Columns upon columns have appeared on the subject in the New York 
papers during the year, so that pasted into a scrap-book they would make 
quite a volume; but it seems a waste of time and patience to go deeper 
into the subject. 

In January the German Government was printing daily 25 billion paper 
marks and found it impossible to supply the demand, although it was stated 
that 33 printing plants and 12 paper mills were employed. 

By March over four trillion marks had been issued and it was stated that 
10 trillion could be looked for by June. In May three trillions a week 
were being printed. In July marks slumped by hundred thousand stages 
on the exchange, and they lost value faster than new issues could be printed. 

In November 100 trillion mark notes were actually issued, which is a 
bill of the highest denomination that the world has ever seen, and the 
amount of marks issued to date was stated as 52 5 quadrillions, as compared 
with 32 billion at the close of the war. 

The Reichsbank and Government aiso then fixed the dollar rate as 420 
billion marks. Further quotations seem useless; but the foregoing show 
why the paper mark is continually going down and prices advancing in 
Germany. 

The fact that the pre-war value of the mark was 2 4 cents and owing to the 
bankrupting policy pursued under the fallacy of “print marks or starve,” 
a trillion marks have lately been quoted as low as 12 cents, speaks for 
itself.* 

The great industrial magnates and others in Germany have not seemed 
to object to this state of affairs, having a large portion of their wealth in 
foreign currency, real estate or merchandise, so that they profit by every 

fall. 

It looks to the writer as if Germany were endeavoring, by manipulation, 
to emerge from this financial crisis and panic practically free from debt 
(internal), except as to the obligations (abroad) imposed by the Treaty of 
Versailles, on which she is so strenuously struggling to secure reductions. 

For example, in January, 1919, Germany’s marks in circulation repre- 
sented four Pillion dollars, which were reduced by depreciation to less than 
one hundred million in July, 19 23.** 

Following this, in November, a series of new gold treasury notes, re- 
deemable September 2, 19 35, in paper marks, printed in black type without 
ornamentation, on yellow paper, reading “4 marks 20 pfennigs gold equals 
one dollar, etc.,” and smaller denominations of 10, 25, 50 cents with the 
equivalent in gold marks. 

In this connection, the* following story, said to have been told by Abraham 
Lincoln, regarding the depreciated value of our old Western “wildcat” 
currency, may not be inappropriate: He (Lincoln) was going down the 
Mississippi River on a steamboat, when the pilot announced to the captain 
that they were out of wood. The captain said, “Well, make for the first 
woodpile.” As the fiat-bottomed boat was run up on the mud shore, the 
captain hailed a man he saw walking around as to the price of the wood, 
etc. “Have you wood?” “Yes.” * For cash?” “Yes.” “Take wildcat 
currency?” “Yes.” “Well, liow will you take it?” And back came the 
answer, clear and distinct, “Cord for cord.” 

Owing to the violation of the Treaty of Versailles by Germany, the paper 
money situation in France, Belgium and Italy is slightly worse than a year 
ago, nevertheless the low value of franks and lira seem to be quite steadily 
maintained. 

In Austria, monetary conditions have improved, depreciation has been 
stopped by the securing of a gold loan and conditions are gradually becom- 
ing stable, but there are few facts presented to base any opinion on. 

As regards Russia, we have propaganda rather than truth, so the less 
said the better. Following a climax of inflation, a new ruble called the 
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Chervonetz has been introduced, which is said to be secured by gold re- 
serves, although nobody knows how, and a value of 120 million dollars 
ha' already been put into circulation. It is said the new currency will 
eventually entirely replace the old debased notes. Meanwhile its value is 
said to have been fairly well maintained. 

Friends from Poland say that they expect a new currency basis to be put 
in effect early in 1 924 and the old depreciated notes gradually withdrawn. 

In England, owing to unsettled political conditions and industrial stagna- 
tion, the pound has fallen slightly in value, but not enough to cause any 
unusual comment. 

The other European countries seem to be “jogging along” at the same 
pace. 

As to the Far East — India, China and Japan — they all seem to be firm and 
on a fairly substantial basis, and in Egypt and Palestine paper money of 
less value than a pound has been superseded by silver, which is a good in- 
dication of prosperity. 

On this side of the world, a few words should suffice. 

In Canada, very satisfactory conditions have been maintained with but 
slight depreciation. 

Mexico, like the proverbial Don Quixote, seems, for the time being, to 
have lifted herself out of financial difficulties “by the nape of the neck” 
and for the past year things have been running smoothly, but the present 
revolution may disorganize conditions. 

Speaking generally as to South America, conditions are steadily improv- 
ing with increasing values for their notes of issue and the prospect of better 
times is very good. 

In conclusion, it is an interesting fact that since the first introduction of 
paper money in Europe, which was in 15 84 at the siege of Leyden, in Hol- 
land, by the Spaniards, our own United States greenbacks are practically 
the only issue of paper money coming into existence as a war necessity 
that gradually overcame depreciation and gained the confidence of our peo- 
ple to such an extent that we now take them in preference to gold, and we 
seldom see them, although we are now more than plentifully supplied with 
nearly half the entire gold money stock of the world, a total of four billion 
one hundred million dollars.

♦Besides all this there has been no end of local money issued (without gov- 
ernmental authority) by towns, corporations and associations, all of which is 
equally worthless. 

♦♦Note — Since writing the above, a 1924 circular on the financial situation 
abroad gives the following: “Germany has entirely obliterated her war debt and 
the interest theieon. It totals 64 billion paper marks, which at present rate, 2 
trillion, 500 billion marks to the dollar, is under 3 cents.” 

Committee on United States Paper Money. 

The principal event to record regarding United States paper money is the 
announcement made by the Treasury Department some months ago that new 
designs would be adopted having in view, first, to increase the difficulty of 
raising a low denomination to a higher, and second, to standardize the por- 
traits on the different kinds of notes so that a portrait would always carry 
a certain value, and no more, regardless of what the “counters” or numer- 
als on the note said. This standardization would also materially discour- 
age the raising of notes. 

These new designs were formally approved on September 9th, 1923, and 
work on the plates for printing same has been in process ever since. 

At first the new designs will affect only the Silver Certificates, Legal 
Tender or United States notes, and possibly Federal Reserve Bank notes, of 
the denominations up to and including $100. It is expected that later on 
the principle of the new designs will be extended to the National Bank 
notes and Gold Certificates. 

The portraits to be used are those now employed on the Federal Reserve 
issues and may, briefly, be described as follows: $1, Washington; $2, Jef- 
ferson; $5, Lincoln; $10, Jackson; $20, Cleveland; $50, Grant; $100, 
Franklin. 
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The backs will be of conventional design and similar in general character 
to the present series of Gold Certificates. They will bear no portraits or 
pictures. 

The seals and numbers of the notes will be overprinted in color, but the 
color will vary with the kind of note. The Silver Certificates will bear a 
blue seal and blue numbers. The Legal Tender or United States notes 
green, and the Federal Reserve notes red seals and numbers. The Gold 
Certificates will continue yellow seals and numbers, and the National Bank 
notes will probably be brown, but this is not fully determined. 

According to the tentative designs, which the writer had the privilege of 
viewing some months ago, this series of paper money will be a very hand- 
some one, and there will be no present change in size. It is, however, too 
early to predict whether the designs adopted will succeed in materially 
reducing the number of raised notes with which the public has been af- 
flicted during the last few years. 

At present writing, but one kind of note, the $1 silver Certificate, has 
been issued for circulation, but one or more of other denomination may 
appear at anv time.

Committee on United States Coins. 

Your Committee on United States coins has very little to report, as the 
coinage by the various mints has not deviated much from its regular de- 
signs excepting in the issuance of the so-called Monroe Silver Half Dollar. 
The total coinage of these half dollars was 274,000, although 300,000 were 
authorized, anfl they appeared in New York City about June 1st, 1923. 
They were issued by authority of an act introduced in the United States 
Congress and passed December 5, 1922, and were struck only upon request 
of the Los Angeles Clearing House in California. 

Their design is as follows: Obverse: The heads of President James Mon- 
roe and John Quincy Adams, below, “Monroe Adams,” the names separated 
by two links. To the left, “In God We Trust.” To the right, “1923,” with 
mint mark “S” below, for San Francisco. Around upper circumference, 
“United States of America.” Around lower circumference, “Half Dollar.” 
Reverse: A picture of the Western Hemisphere. In the field are faint 
lines representing ocean currents. To the left a scroll and a pen separating 
the date, “1823-1923.” Around upper circumference, “Monroe Centennial.” 
Around lower circumference, “Los Angeles” and a monogram, which we be- 
lieve represents the initials of the designer. 

As most people know, coins like these have been issued in commemora- 
tion of historical epochs in the history of this country. They are generally 
emitted to assist in the observance or celebration of those events by a 
committee of citizens, and a premium above face value is generally charged 
for them. These half dollars were sold at about twice their face value. 

We believe that the coinage of various designs stimulates an interest in 
collecting and we feel that it should be encouraged, and we also believe that 
in the striking of coins some should be made in proof condition, and that 
the Government should commence again to strike them for collectors and 
charge a little premium, as they did in former years. 

We are of the opinion that the time is ripe when the profile of our late 
President Theodore Roosevelt should be on some or one of our coins. He 
was truly a great man, and his name would be carried further into history 
by issuing such a coin. 

There was some talk about the issuance of a half dollar with a profile of 
ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, but nothing has as yet come of the 
suggestion. 

It was also proposed by a bill introduced in the United States Senate on 
February 9th, by Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, to issue a coin to commem- 
orate the 300th anniversary of New Netherland, the Middle States, in 1624 
by Walloons, French and Belgian Huguenots under the Dutch East India 
Company. 

In January of last year a bill was introduced in Congress that would pro- 
vide for payment of express charges by the Government on shipments of 
silver dollars by the mints to the banks. It appeared that people in the 
West preferred silver dollars to paper dollars and the idea was also to 
stimulate the silver mining industry. 
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Your Committee would like to recommend the continuance of the quarter 
eagle, or two-dollar-and-a-half gold piece. Since the stoppage of coining 
these pieces, in 1915, there has been a great demand at Christmas time by 
many people for these coins, and while a few were placed in circulation 
several weeks ago, we feel that the public should be accommodated by their 
being coined again.

Committee on United States Medals. 

The year 19 23 will ever be a memorable one for United States medals, 
because of the exhibition of the National Sculpture Society held on this 
terrace, and because of the prominence taken in this exhibition by the col- 
lection of msdals displayed in this Museum. Perhaps the greatest cause for 
satisfaction lies in the demonstration that, thanks to the provisions of the 
Saltus Award Medal Fund, and thanks to the continuing co-operation of 
the Medallic Art Company and of our Sculptor members, the more important 
artistic medals are already in our permanent collection, and the acquisition 
of what is lacking should become easier as time goes on. Would that we 
might say the same for our historic medals! 

To represent the work of Mr. Hermon A. MacNeil, the recipient of the 
Saltus awards for 1923, we have acquired castings in the full size of his 
model for both obverse and reverse of two of his most beautiful medals; and 
two of these are being framed for display on our walls. We al o acquired a 
portrait plaque of Augustus St. Gaudens, by Miss Helen Mears. From Mr. 
Emil Fuchs we received a very generous gift of twenty medals and five 
plaques, all designed by him. Two charming plaques of children, modelled 
by Miss Frances Grimes, have been added to our permanent collection — in 
part a gift of the artist. 

Single medals — sometimes in two copies so that obverse and reverse may 
be shown — have been received from Mrs. Laura Gardin Fraser, Mr. Victor 
Brenner, Mr. Anthony de Francisci and Mr. R. Tait Mackenzie. In response 
to our Christmas letter we also received a lovely plaquette from Mrs. Gail 
Sherman Corbett. 

From time to time gifts of single medals have been made by the Medallic 
Art Company. In addition to these there were sent by them, in response to 
the Christmas letter and after permission had been obtained from the artists, 
twenty-three medals and plaquettes.

Committee on Foreign Coins. 

The new coins issued during 19 23, and those not previously described, 
are the following: 

Australia — The report for 1921 mentioned the issue of new copper coins. 
In that year also appeared the silver florin, sixpence and threepence. The 
mint mark M (Melbourne) is omitted from these coins, probably because 
they are now struck at the Royal Mint, Sydney. 

Austria — Is reported to strike gold coins in denominations of 100, 20 
and 10 kronen. Obverse, Austrian eagle, with “Republik Osterreich” and 
year. Reverse, value in two lines between linden twigs, and outside the 
twigs the inscription “2952 Kronen Equals 1 Kilogram of Coined Gold 
(9 00-1 000).” Specimens of this coinage, however, have not yet been sub- 
mitted to us. 
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Belgium — The 50 centimes in nickel has appeared. The one franc of 
similar design was referred to last year. 

Brazil — The commemorative coin of 100 reis mentioned in last year’s re- 
port is of aluminum-bronze and bears on the reverse the date, 7 September 
182 2-19 22, with a crown and liberty cap divided by a torch. There is a 
500 reis coin of similar design and metal. An error occurs on some of 
these coins, the name BRASIL appearing on the obverse. 

A silver coin of two milreis has also been struck. The obverse is the 
same as the preceding, and on the reverse are the arms of the Empire and 
the Republic. 

Canada — The nickel five-cent pieee mentioned in last year’s report was 
struck in the Royal Mint, Ottawa, on January 3, 1922, by Lord Byng, the 
Governor-General of the Dominion. 

Cyprus — A silver coin of four and a half piastres appeared in 1921, which 
has not been previously chronicled. It bears on the obverse the bust of 
King George V and on the truncation the letters B. M. (Sir Bertram 
Mackennal ) . 

Czrcho-Slovakia — This Republic has at last definitely issued one and two 
ducat gold pieces dated 1923, upon the fifth anniversary of the Republic. 
The obverse shows Saint Wenceslaus, the Patron Saint of Bohemia, with 
the inscription in the native language, “Do not allow us or our descendants 
to perish.” The reverse shows the coat-of-arms, a two-tailed heraldic lion. 
While these coins appear to have been officially issued, press reports state 
that they are not part of the regular monetary system nor legal tender, but 
are “coinages of exchange” for domestic or foreign trade purposes and 
minted by the Government for individuals bringing to the mint the equiva- 
lent in gold and bearing the expense of minting. 

Denmark — A silver two-kroner piece was issued last April to commemo- 
rate the twenty-fifth wedding anniversary of King Christian X and Queen 
Alexandrine. 

Egypt — A gold five-pound piece was struck bearing the date 1340-1922, 
and bearing the bust of King Fuad I. It was issued to commemorate the 
independence of Egypt and limited to 800 specimens. The lower values of 
100, 5 0 and 20 piastres of the same design have also just been put in 
circulation. 

Esthonia — This independent Republic issued its first coins in December, 
1922. There are three values, consi ting of 1, 3 and 5 marks, struck in 
copper-nickel and made at the Hirsch Messing and Kupferwerke, Berlin. 
About three million pieces of each value have been supplied to the Estho- 
nian Government. 

Germany — New issues of 200 mark and 500 mark, both in aluminum, 
have appeared. The design is similar to the commemorative 3-mark re- 
ferred to in last year’s report. 

The Province of Westphalia has issued aluminum coins of the denomi- 
nations of 1 0,000 mark, one quarter million mark, and two million mark. 
The design is similar to the Westphalian coins described last year. Appar- 
ently higher denominations of these coins were issued successively in order 
to keep pace with the continually falling value of the old mark. 

Toward the end of 19 23 the new currency, the Rentenmark, based on 
the old exchange value of the mark, approximating 25 cents, has been 
officially adopted as the currency of this country, and there are now sub- 
mitted coins of the values of 1, 2 and 5 Rentenpfennig, once more making 
the pfennig a sizeable item of currency. The metal appears to be copper 
for the two lower values and nickel for the higher values. The design on 
the obverse shows a central figure for the denomination, while the reverse 
shows the date, a sheaf of wheat and on the 5 pfennig, what seems to be 
intended for ears of wheat. 

The City of Hamburg has issued official tokens through the Hamburg 
Bank for 1, 5 and 10 gold pfennig pieces, on the obverse showing the coat- 
of-arms, very much resembling the design of the old two-mark pieces. 

While we are not recording the large number of miscellaneous tokens 
whose issue seems to be continued, we record what appears to be the first 
silver issue since the end of the war, though only a token. This is a 20- 
mark token issued in 19 21 by the jewelry firm of M. H. Wilkens & Sohne, 
of Hamburg, redeemable up to December 31, 19 22 of silver 80 per cent. fine. 
The design is a rather fanciful, new art style and the inscriptions appear 
to be in low German. 
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Greenland — The Danish Cryolite Mining and Commercial Company, which 
controls the Cryolite mines of Ivigtut, in South Greenland, has issued a 
series of tokens ranging in value from 10 kroner down to 10 ore, for use at 
the mines. On the reverse they all carry the insignia of Greenland, a polar 
bear, which first appeared in the Danish royal seal of 1663, and on medals 
and coins from the reign of King Frederick III. The tokens were struck 
at the Royal Mint in Copenhagen. 

Hungary — A 10-kroner piece in bronze was struck in 1919 for the Bol- 
shevik Republic of Hungary. The issue was stopped at its start by the col- 
lapse of the communistic government and the flight of Bela Run, conse- 
quently it never circulated. Four exist, with a pattern in silver. The coin 
is slightly larger than our half dollar. The obverse has a nude male figure 
running, with inscription, and the reverse has the axe and fasces separating 
the denomination, with inscription surrounding. 

Iceland — According to press reports of December, 1922, 300,000 25-ore 
pieces and the same amount of 10-ore pieces, dated 1922, struck in nickel 
and designed by Gunnar Jensen, struck at the Mint at Copenhagen, were 
issued. The obverse shows a crowned shield with a cross, 1922, and several 
groups of letters indicate initials of the Mint Master and the designer. 

Italy — A new nickel coin of the denomination of two lira has appeared. 
It has on the obverse the portrait of King Victor Emanuel III and on the 
reverse the fasces and axe. The inscription reads “Good for 2 lira," fol- 
lowing the type of the one lira mentioned in last year’s report. 

In October, 1 923, a gold coin of 100 lire was issued to celebrate the first 
anniversary of Fascismo. The obverse shows the head and name of King 
Victor Emanuel III, and the reverse, the denomination, dates of the anni- 
versary and the well known emblem of the Fascist party. Similar 2 0 lire 
pieces were also issued. 

Japan — A silver half-yen piece has been issued in 1923. The obverse 
shows the value, 50 Sen, with the rising sun emblem; the reverse, “Japan, 
12th year Taisho Dynasty,” with two very graceful birds (phoenix) facing 
each other. 

Latvia — -The new coins are all dated 1922 and consist of 1 santimo, 2 and 
5 santimi, in bronze, and 10, 20 and 50 santimi in nickel. The basis appears 
to be the Lat, subdivided into 100 santimi or santimu. 

Philippine Islands — Correspondence of Salv Lagdameo, Assistant Insular 
Treasurer, submitted to us, promises that the coinage of 1923 and subse- 
quent years will show the mint mark “M,” to indicate that the coins were 
struck at the Manila Mint, but members of your committee have not yet 
seen such specimens. 

IVm — New silver coins of the value of V 2 sol and 1 sol were issued in 
1923. They are a type similar to previous issues except for minor differ- 
ences. Obverse, Liberty seated to the right, reverse, coat-of-arms. But the 
degree of fineness of the silver has been very considerably changed, the 
earliest issues being .900 fine, while the new issue is only .500 tine; which 
is indicated in the inscription, “5 decimos fino” in place of “9 decimos fino.” 

Russia — The new gold coin of the new standard currency value of one 
Chervonets (approximately $5) has been issued in 1923. The principal fea- 
tures of the design are: Obverse, a laborer or peasant in Russian costume 
sowing seeds; plow and factories in the background. Reverse, the well 
known Soviet coat-of-ai ms, a hammer and sickle crossed in a frame of 
branches, and the inscription “Proletarians of the world, unite.” 

A specimen of a very interesting commemorative silver ruble, which 
was to have been issued on July 27th, 1914, to commemorate the naval 
battle of the Gangut, obverse, bust of Peter the Great; reverse, coat-of- 
arms, has been submitted. (For full details of its story, see The Numisma- 
tist, January, 1 924.) 

Switzerland — The new silver five-franc piece appeared in the latter part 
of 19 22. It has been subjected to a considerable amount of adverse criti- 
cism on account of certain heraldic errors, a color being indicated incor- 
rectly and the dimensions of the cross not being according to statute. 

Sweden — New coins have been issued as follows: 1 krona in silver, 10 ore 
in nickel and 5, 2, 1 ore in bronze. 

One of the particular noteworthy features of the new coins is the con- 
clusion that we may expect the chaotic European currency conditions to 
right themselves slowly and gradually. For a number of the new coinages 
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here described, particularly Czecho-Slovakia, Italy, Germany, Russia and 
Switzerland, indicate a return to stable currency values, supplanting former 
depreciated standards and a definite return to gold, silver and precious 
metal issues — another instance where numismatics readily illustrates eco- 
nomic and historical developments of the times.

Committee on Publications. 

During the year 1 923 four numbers of Numismatic Notes and Monographs, 
Nos. 17-20, have been issued, and our Proceedings for the Year were also 
published in this same format. The four monographs covered the 
ing subjects: Roman Medallions, Mexican Coins, the Demanhur Hoard of 
Alexandrine Coins, and Italian Orders and Medals of Honor. Material for 
new monographs has been accumulating, and as rapidly as possible, and as 
far as our funds will permit, these will be published. Besides the papers 
in the small form, there has been issued a paper on the Alexandrine Coin- 
age of Tyre, which is printed in the size of our former Journal, and the 
long-delayed paper on tlie Gold Staters of Lampsakos, which now includes 
the silver and bronze coins, is in the press, and will shortly appear as the 
Anal number of Vol. LIII of the American Journal of Numismatics. 

Your Committee calls your attention at this time, in a survey of the 
twenty numbers of Numismatic Notes and Monographs, to the way in which 
these separate monographs may be conveniently bound into booklets. There 
have been issued two numbers on Alexander Hoards, and one on Coin 
Hoards in general. Another Alexander Hoard monograph is in the press, 
and more papers on this interesting subject are promised. There is also 
in the press an account of a hoard of coins of Side. There have been pub- 
lished two papers on Mexican coins, two on foreign Orders and Decorations, 
and two on Roman Medallions, while two more papers on this last subject 
are in course of preparation. The various numbers of the series which treat 
of a given topic may thus be combined under one cover, and this was the 
original idea of the advantage of printing various papers in monograph 

f0, Your Committee wishes to stress the fact that it would be glad to receive 
more material on Oriental subjects, on medals, and especially on our Ameri- 
can coins, so that this field may also hold a prominent place among the 
others

He has been a contributor to our publications, and Honorary Fellow 
since 1910; and to him the Huntington Medal was awarded in 1922. The 
impressive mass of his publications bears testimony to a well-filled life, 
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and all students in the classical field will gladly own their indebtedness to 
his researches. His courteous kindliness will be remembered by all who 
met him. It will not be easy to find a worthy successor."

ROYAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY. — November 15. Mr. Percy H. Webb, 
M.B.E., Treasurer, in the chair. 

Miss Agnes Elverson was elected a Fellow of the Society. 

Mr. Webb exhibited casts of some scarce Republican denarii from a recent 
find in Central France. 

Mr. W. H. Valentine exhibited a set of the new coinage of Czechoslovakia. 

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited a seventeenth century token of Potters Bar, 
Middlesex. It is unpublished, is in very fine condition and is the first token 
known of this place. Obv., WILL . CLARKE . AT . YE . RED . A lion 
rampant. Rev., LYON . AT . POTTERS . BARR. HIS HALFE PENY 1667. 

Miss Helen Farquhar read a paper on "John Rutlinger and the Phoenix 
Badge of Elizabeth," a print, of which two copies are known in the British 
Museum, and is by a certain Johann Rutlinger, whom Miss Farquhar iden- 
tifies with a John Rutlinger mentioned as working for the mint at various 
dates between 1596 and 1609. To this John Rutlinger we must attribute 
the Phoenix badge and jewel, as Miss Farquhar showed from an elaborate 
comparison of the work of the print and badge. The combination of en- 
graver of prints and dies and goldsmith was not uncommon in those days. 
I lie date of the badge and jewel remains uncertain, but they were certainly 
made privately by Rutlinger before he became attached to the mint in 1596. 
I he jewel at least might refer to the Queen’s visit to Norwich in 1578 and 
the peace enjoyed by the Dutch refugees under the British Phoenix. This 
date was not too early for Rutlinger’s presence in England.

mm M L Lion; LEG IIII FL Lion; LEG VII CL Bull; LEG XXX ULPIAVI 
Neptune and LEG V . . . . Boar. 

Mi. Philip I horburn exhibited two copies of Athenian tetradrachms with 
Aramaic inscriptions, MAZDI and SARGON. 

Rev. Edgar Rogers showed the largest bronze coin of Antiochus IV re- 
verse, eagle, struck at Antioch B. C. 169-S, with the three smaller denomi- 
nations of the same issue. The only other specimens of the largest piece is

Mr. L. G. P. Messenger showed the first half crown and florin of the new 
South African mint, 1923; contemporary forgeries of a half crown of Ed- 
ward VI and a third brass of Constantine I, with obverse head radiate and 
reverse VIRTUS EXERCIT. 

Mr. B. A. Seaby exhibited, on behalf of Messrs. Spink & Sons, a remark- 
able series of English coins, with mistakes in the legends, brockages and 
other curiosities of minting. 

Mr. H. P- Hall exhibited a very fine selection of Roman coins in gold and 
brass, including aurei of Marius, Claudius Gothicus, Postumus, Diocletian, 
Victorinus, and Diadumenianus, and some fine large brass of Vespasian and 
Diadumenianus. 

Mr. Webb read a note from Mr. Glen A. Taylor giving the analysis of a 
coin ot Carausius from the Skewen find (Proceedings, Dec. 15, 1921) as 
to lows: ( opper 85.8, lead .78, tin 4.39, iron 4.9, sulphur 1.16 and traces 
of zinc, arsenic and nickel. 

The President, Sir Charles Oman, read a paper on the "Legionary Coins 
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of Victorinus, Carausius and Allectus.” After outlining the earlier history 
of legionary coins, Sir Charles drew a sketch of the history of the Empire 
at the time of the accession of Victorinus and showed that of the twelve 
legions, whom he thus honors, only four were stationed in the west, while 
five stood in the Balkans, two in the Syrian region and one in Egypt. He 
rejected the theory that detachments of these Eastern legions can have 
stood under Victorinus’s command and preferred the view that the coins 
were struck for propaganda purposes, to detach from Gallienus legions of 
the Balkan army, which were probably lighting at the moment in Northern 
Italy and to suggest to the legions of Syria and Egypt, distracted between 
Rome and Palmyra, that Gaul had an Emperor capable of ruling the whole 
Empire. These latter legions could not, under the circumstances, possibly 
have been lending “Vexillations” to the West. The reverses of the aurei 
show the legionary badges, in some cases those that we expect as normal 
for the legions, in other variations from them. Many of these are quite 
intelligible; others, such as the Jupiter and Capricorn, instead of Neptune, 
for Legio XXX Ulpia, were, as the reader held, simple errors. 

The legionary coins of Carausius follow, in the main, the same purpose 
as those of Victorinus. Struck in silver and bronze, very rarely, if indeed 
ever, in gold, they commemorate nine legions, two British, four on the 
Rhine, two of Upper Moesia and VI Partliica, stationed on the Alban Mount. 
Carausius probably never had effective command of any but the first tw.o; 
from the others he must have had some hopes of assistance. It is curious 
that the York legion, VI Victrix, has no coins. The types show normal 
badges, except in the case of IIII Flavia Felix, for which a centaur appears 
in place of lion or lions. This was probably due to error on the part of 
the staff at Carausius’s C. mint (perhaps Coriniun, rather than Caniule- 
dunum). . 

A similar error occurs on the one legionary coin of Allectus, where LEG 
II (which Second Legion is meant is left uncertain) has a lion, instead of 
capricorn. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. Webb suggested rather a difterent 
view of the historical situation at the death of Gallienus. He preferred to 
interpret Carausius’ C. mint as Camulodunum. Mr. Mattingly raised the 
question of the exact duration of the reign of Victorinus and of the mints 
at which he struck his coins and suggested that legionary coins might be 
something in the nature of war medals, the gold being reserved for senior 
officers, while the silver or billon would be issued as pay to rank and tile.

Spanish 4 real cs. with head of George III for England, 1 800; section 
of Spanish dollar cs. with “TORTOLA’’ in oblong depression and two S’s 
for The Saints, 1 800; y 2 section Spanish dollar similarly cs.; a small heart 
cs. on a United States cent of 1808 for Martinique.

SPRINGFIELD COIN CLUB.- The regular monthly meeting of the 
Springfield Coin Club was held at the rooms of the Y. M. C. A. In the 
display of rare coins, medals, etc., the general public has had the oppor- 
tunity to view for the first time in a number of years some of the choicest 
collections of coins in the East. Many of the collections have been gathered 
together over a period of 25 or more years and represent fine judgment 
and patience on the part of the collector. The exhibition was on display 
from 7 P. M. to 10 P. M., with fully 500 or more in attendance. The coins 
were laid out on tables under specially cut strips of glass, so that every 
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chance might be had by those interested to see the coins under more favor- 
able conditions than if they were placed in showcases. The display includ- 
ed coins dating back to before the birth of Christ, commemorative coins, 
early shinplasters, colonial paper money and old bank notes, fractional cur- 
rency, war medals, siege and emergency money, cut and counterstamped 
pieces, rare gold, foreign coins and paper money, political medals, Civil 
War pennies, and series of different coins in consecutive dates. Shekels, 
kopeks, yen, piasters, pesos and drachma all yielded to the silver half dime 
of 1802, in beautiful condition, the property of Mr. Carl Wurtzbach, of Lee, 
a member of the club. Mr. Wurtzbach values the coin at about $800. Rival- 
ing it for preciousness was a red cent, a penny of 1783, also owned by Mr. 
Wurtzbach, and appraised at $500. The thousands of coins, valued in the 
aggregate at from $30,000 to $40,000, comprised the largest exhibition 
ever seen in New England and a very fine showing of rare U. S. coins. The 
value placed on the many rare specimens was attested by the presence 
throughout the exhibition of a uniformed policeman, who stood guard. 

In the front rank in local interest were the bank notes shown by Preston 
C. Pond, of Chicopee, Mass. Among them were the rare notes of local 
banks that have since been lqiuidated, the John Hancock National, the 
Pynchon National, the Agawam National, the First and Second National 
banks, all since departed. State bank bills before 1 863, the year national 
banks were instituted, complete sheets (proof) from 1870 to 1923, gold, 
silver, and medals were all exhibited by Mr. Pond. 

Mr. Wurtzbach also included in his exhibit Washington coins, a set of 
copper cents, including 12 of the rare 1793, Civil War tokens and envelopes, 
pamphlets, etc., and a general collection of over 1000 U. S. cents. 

*Mr. John M. Oliver showed United States coins and fractional currency, 
Continental currency, war tokens and Canadian money. 

Mr. J. W. Prevost, a collection of France. 

Mr. W. C. Stone, an interesting collection of Oriental coins dating back to 
680 B. C. to the present time. 

Mr. L. S. Drowne showed ancient Greek and Roman, and Egyptian coins 
beginning with Ptolemy’s reign and ending with Cleopatra’s. He showed 
about 1000 pieces, among them coins of Caesar, Alexander the Great, and 
ancient Judea.
